vantage of the deferfseless and 
chaotic condition in which Rus- 
sia momentarily been 
Placed, are consolidating their 
held on that country and are 
extending their activ- 
ities to Russia's eastern posses- 
sions. They have persistently 
interfered with the passage of 
Ceeche-Slevak troops through 
Siberia. In the forces now op- 
posing these valiant troops, Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian 
prisoners are freely enlisted and 
they practically assume a posi- 
tien of command.

Today further prisoners 
were captured as a result of a suc- 
ceasful raid carried east of Dicke- 
busch Lake. The hostile artillery 
has shown some activity north of 
Bethune." 

British aviators on Thursday de- 
stroyed eleven German machines in 
aerial fighting and drove down three 
others, says the official statement on 
aerial operations iesued tonight. 
Twenty-four tons of bombs were 
dropped on military targets. 

In a raid on an airdrome six 
hangars and sixteen machines were 
set on fire. 

The statement follows: 

“On August 1 we dropped over 
twenty-four tons of bombs during 
the day. A large number of these 
were directed on a hostile airdrome 
from a very low height in the course 
of a raid by two of our squadrons. 
Great damage was done to the 
hangars and living quarters at the 
airdrome. Six hangars and sixteen 
machines were set on fire and one 
machine was blown to pieces on the 
ground. 

“Eleven hostile machines were 


brought down during the days fight- 
ing and three were driven down out 
of control. One hostile machine 
was shot down within our lines by 
anti-aircraft fire and a German bal- 
loon was brought down in flames 
by our airmen. Two of the enemy 
night bombing machines were shot 
down over thelr own alrdrome by 
our night firing pilots. Two of our 
machines are missing. 

“During the night, tn Spite of un- 
favorable conditions, ten tons of 
bombs were dropped by us on_rail- 
way lines and stations and  azlir- 


dromes. The same airdrome which 
had been attacked by day was 
bombed heavily. All ouwr night 


bombing machines returned.” 

The official war statement tonight 
states: 

“The progress made by our patrols 
in the Albert sector has been con- 
tinued and the greater part of the 
ground previously held by the enemy 
west of the Ancre River nowW is in 
our possession.

DIARY SHOWS NEW 
VIEW OF OUR MEN. 


DATA ON GERMAN OFFICER 
TAKEN SHOWS CHANGED 
OPINION OF THEM. 

([EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH,} 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The 


diary of a German. officer recently 
captured by United States Marines 
in France has disclosed how the con- 
temptuous opinion of the Germans 
for the fighting ability of American 
troops may be changed —literally 
over hight. 

The German who had written in 
his diary that “it must be a sad 
outfit which allows itself to be 
thrown out by the Americans,” later 
expressed reverent thanks that God 
had mercifully preserved him from 
them. This comment ended his 
written record, for the writer was a 
prisoner in American hands the fal- 
lowing day. 

Secretary Daniels today made pub- 
lic extracts of the diary, which was 
that of Reserve Lieut. Tillmanns, 
Second Battalion, Fortieth Regiment 
(Baden Guards) .Twenty-eighth Di- 
vision. This was the fourth divi- 
sion which the marines had against 
them in the fighting around Chateau 
Thierry. 

“The other three divisions,” says 
a Navy Department statement, “are 
so badly cut up that they could not 
carry out their orders to attack.” 

The extractg from Lieut. Till- 
mann's diary continue: 

EXTRACTS FROM DIARY. 

“June 6—Departure from Rocourt 
& pm. to Breuyres, further hack 
Coincy. We had to move out of 
Rocourt because it did not belong to 
our sector. Rear is crammed full 
of troops. Billets, therefore, very 
scarce. 

“June 7.—At the front. American 
troops have made counter-attacks.

American Leader Awarded the 
Grand Cross of Legion 
of Honor.

- PARIS, Aug. 3.—Gen. John 
J. Pershing, commander-in- 
chief cf the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces in France, 
was today awarded the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor 
by the French government. 

Premier Clemenceau sent 
the following telegram to Gen. 
Pershing: 

“I take great pleasure In in- 
forming you, my dear general, 
that the government cf the 
French republic has decided . 
to confer upon you the dignity 
of the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. The gov- 
ernmept desires to recognize 
by this distinction the eminent 
qualities that you have dis- 
Played and the remarkable 
services rendered by you in 
organizing so promptly and 
efficiently the American forces 
in France. 

“France shall never forget 
that i was at a moment when 
the struggle was most bitter 
that 
came to 
ours. This cross shall be the 
symbel of our gratitude.”

SUCCESSFUL ATTACK. 

The attack was successful aga 
a most determined German res 
ance alded by hundreds of machine 
guns some of which caught the 
British troops in the fanks for a 
time.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The 
offensive which Germany began 
on the 15th of July was pre- 
pared for during several weeks 
before it was launched. These 
preparations involved transpor- 
tation and concentration of 
enormous quantities of military 
stores and supplies, and a sreat 
number of guns of all caliber, 
particularly of heavy guns. 
Germany naturally had no in- 
tention of sacrificing these un- 
less it was a matter of abso- 
lute necessity, which, of course, 
it was not. Therefore, Ger- 
many sought to delay the situa- 
tlen so that these could he re- 
moved. 

This removal was naturally @ 
time-consuming operation. The 
lines of communication were 
meager and tnadequate.

Finally, it is readily under- 
stood that the weak part of any 
such salient as that which ex- 
isted in the German lines was 
the sides.

The polnt was soon reached 
where it would have been dan- 
gerous to have attempted to 
cling longer to the pivotal sec- 
tion of the line east of Verneulil, 
so, early in the week, the Ger- 
Mans gave up the entire north 
bank of the Marne and soon the 
entire line was falling back. 
There was no hurry tn the east- 
ern éector, however.

Oceupying Solssons apparent- 
ly was only a small incident in 
the grand scheme that is be- 
ing worked ovt by the Allied 
commanders.

NEARING AISNE. 

While this movement was go- 
ing on, the Allies on the plateau, 
southeast of Soissons, swept for- 
ward, and London reports they 
have rolled up the German lines 
south of the Aigne and reached 
a point south of Braine, on the 
Vesle River, about eleven miles 
from Soissons. 

Coincident with this advance, 
the Allies on the center and the 
right have moved ahead until, 
as nearly aa can be ascertained, 
they are in Rosnay, only a mile 
and a half from the Vesle 
River. Farther west they have 
reached Serzy-et-Prin, about 
five miles Fismes, ‘the Ger- 
man base, which ts reported in 
flames. As the line stands to- 
day, its shape resembles a gi- 
gantic fish hook. The shank of 
the “hook” rung straight west 
from Rheims to Serzy-et-Prin, 
then bends slightly to the south- 
ward, and then curves north- 
ward to the hills south of the

ADVANCE CONTINUBS. 

Reports from the front say 
the advance eastward from 
Braine is continuing. If this

CHECKERBOARD OF WAR 
EXPLAINS HUN COLLAPSE. 


German Staff Takes Long Chance and 
Fails; Now Near Rout. 


BY HARRY CARR. 


German soldier is a slow march- 


er. He takes 114 steps to the 
minute, whereas the Yank takes 


120 steps to the minute. No 
one ever can justly find fault 
with Fritz on this score again, 
however. I don't know how many 
steps a jack rabbit takes a minute, 
but he hasn't much on the German 
army that is now on its way some- 
where. It doesn’t care much where 
—JjJust there aren't any Yanks 
there. 

The retreat from the “pocket” is 
one of the most extraordinary chap- 
ters of civilized warfare. 

The most distinguished military 
critics have been frankly at a loss 


to explain the cause of the complete 
collapse of the great German of- 
fensive.

MORALE COLLAPSE. 

One famous military writer ex- 
presses the belief that the collapse 
was largely a collapse of morale 
when the Germans found them- 
selves outfought by the green 
Americans. ‘The theory most con- 
vincing to me is that the supply 
lines broke down. The unexpected 
ferocity of the American and 
French counter-attacks around 
Chateau Thierry necessitated re- 
serves being sent to the front at a 
time when the lines of communica- 
tion were needed for supplies. The 
transportation system broke down 
under the strain. 

Speaking in a large, general way, 
the German General Staff purposely 
took a long chance in plunging 
down into this pocket without firat 
capturing Rheims. They thought 
they could sweep down to the 
Marne and then westward to the 
envelopment of Complegne and 
Paris before the Allies found out 
what was doing. Even a slight 
hesitation in this break-neck raid 
foredoomed it to failure. It had to 
go through with a great whoop or 
not at all. 

Afterward the Germans tried to 
lift themselves out of the dangerous 
ye into which they had dropped 
enveloping Kheims, but they 
were not able to bring to bear 
enough pressure on the east flank 
to envelop. the city. So. Rheims 
stood. From this strong position, 
the Allies began to squeeze tn across 
the top of the pocket. From then 
on the Germans had only one ambi- 
tion In life—to get out. 


MASTERLY RETREAT. 

It must be confessed that the re- 
treat of the Kaiser's army from the 
line of the Marne was a masterly 
performance. It was here that the 


long training of the German officers , 
in the yearly autumn manevvers, | 


which were mimic wars involving 
the handling of immense bodies of 
troops, told heavily. Their strategy 
may have been bad, but their tac- 
tics were skillful. 

The method of their retreat 
showed how carefully the German 
officers had atudied the ground.

KEY POST FALLEN. 

Having been driven from these key 
positions, it was clear that the other 
strategic and dominating strongholds 
had to fall almost automatically. 

I do not credit the report that 
the Kaiser at first intended to estab- 
Iieh a battle line between Fere-en- 
Tardenois and  Ville-en-Tardenois. 
The very nature of the position 
makes such a theory absurd and 
rdliiculous. With the Allies in pos- 
session of Rheims, which lay at the 
flank and rear of this line, it goes 
without saying that the Ger ns 
never had a thought of doing ‘any- 
thing more than rescuing the enor- 
mous amount of military supplies 
piled up at Fere-en-Tardenois. 

It is clear that the German inten- 
tion was to make a final stand at the 
line of the Vesle. When the Allies 


untenable for the same reason that 
the Fere-en-Tardenois position was 
not tenable—it had a hostile strong- 
hold in an enfilading position. 

The taking of Soissons-and the 
consequent necessity of retiring from 
the Vesle has created the real point 
of danger for the German army. 


DANGER OF ROUT. 


The probabilities are that the pro- 
tecting rear guards have now been 
driven in upon the main German 
force. When this happens a retreat 
is in danger of becoming a rout. 

The great battles of the world 
have usually been won after the for- 
mations begin to break up in retreat. 

The late bulletins from the front 
state that the Americans have taken 
the great military nerve center of the 
Germans at Fismes; the place is in 
flames. Incredible quantities of mili- 
tary material have been abandoned, 
showing that the orderly scheme of 
the German retirement has broken 
down. 

French cavalry is said to have 
crossed the Vesle at several fords tn 
hot pursuit of the retreating forces. 
The gears of the almost perfect Ger- 
man military machine are beginning 
to strip off. 

Were not the Germans so perfect- 
ly trained and drilled, this retreat 
probably would end in an irretriev- 
able disaster. 

WELL-BEHAVED MACHINE. 

We must remember. however, that 
nearly all the victories of Frederick 
the Great were achieved through the 
ability of the German soldiery to 
continue to act like well-behaved 
machines in just such predicaments. 
Fritz has had military discipline so 
thoroughly hammered into him that 
almost no disaster can make him act 
in any other way than as a well- 
olled automaton.

cles. While the action is not final. 
a 10 per cent. tax on practically all 
of these was agreed upon for ratifi- 
cation by the full committee.

ECRUITS SMASH “HUNS” 
IN BEST VETERAN STYLE. 


Thousand New Fighters Plant Flag on 
Foe Parapet at Allied Expo- 
sition—Repeat Today. 


HE battle yell of 1000 fighters 
of the Coast Artillery Corps at 
Fort MacArthur set 15,000 
spectators on edge yesterday after- 
noon and evening when two con- 
tending forces fought it out on the 
No Man's Land of the Allied War 
Exposition at Exposition Park. 

The fact that more than 1000 of 
the men ‘who participated in the 
Spectacular battle came into the 
service only recently made no dif- 
ference; they went at the men in 
uniforms—detachments repre- 
senting the Roche forces—and plant- 
ed the American flag on the Huns 
most prominent parapet. 

The first wave of Americans start- 
ed things just as a simujated artil- 
lery barrage was thrown in front 
of the “enemy trenches. Maneu- 
vering under the protection of simu- 
lated shell craters and embark- 
ments, the men advanved and oc- 
cupled the firat lines. A spectacular 
feature was added when, in the 
midst of bursting “shrapnel” and the 
crack of rifies filled with American 
bullets, an airplane hovered above 
and executed combat stunts within 
a@ short height above the hters. 

The gray coats advanced, but the 
appearance of the tank Britannia 

r minds and 
attle was won. 
The zero hour was 4:15 o'clock and 
the “battle” began on time. 

TREATS ROUGH. 

The “back at home” element was 
brought out by a perspiring moth- 
er, who sat between her two sons. 
She turned to her hugband on see- 
ing the big tank. 

“Daddy,” she said, “is that what 
Bob is going to run?” 

“Yes,” came the answer, “he's 
going to treat ‘em rough." 

The men advanced in two waves 
and after the battle the Y.M.C.A. 
secretaries made themselves promi- 
nent by appearing with pails of ice 
watef. 

The “battle” was directed by 
Lieut. R. A. Shaw of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces. Capt. Rus- 
sell Ryan, adjutant at Fort MacAr- 


_thur, was in command of the Ameri- 


can troops on the fleld, Col. J. M. 
Williams being in command of the 
two battalions from the fort which 
took part in the “battle” and in ar 
interesting military parade. 

There was a little disappointment 
when it was announced that officers 
who were to have addressed the 
crowd would be unable to do so be- 
cause of a War Department ruling. 
The Twenty-seventh Coast Artillery 
Band led the First Battalion, com- 
manded by Maj. K. B. Lemmon and 
F. M. Audson, adjutant, in 
'the parade of the afternoon. Capt. 
iL. B, Chapman, commanding the 
A. B. 
Summers, the adjutant, took part 
‘in this parade. The men marched 
in fine form, tn spite of the fact that 
they are part of 1500 recruits re- 


| cently arrived from Oregon. 


“WE HAVE TO WIN.” 
Col. B. B. Ray (retired,) presid- 


‘ed at the patriotic meeting in the 


afternoon. As the army officers, 
even though it was “army” day, 
could not speak, they were intro- 
duced. Gen. Barry, commandant of 
the Soldiers’ Home, addressed ihe 
spectators and in stirring words told 
them that “we have to win the war.” 
He said that many of the men at 
the Home want to enlist in some 
capacity. 

J. B. Willlams, Coast representa- 
tive of the Navy and War Depart- 
ment Committee on Camp Activities, 
told of the work of the vafious 
branches cf work carried on at the 
front and in camps for the Ameri- 


can soldiers. “The government cares | 


for each individual in the army and 
wants to make him realize that he 
is a citizen of the country first and 
that all want him to come back a 
better man than when he went to 


war,” said hée. Frank W. Blair, a 
four-minute speaker, also addressed 
the throng.

WAR EXHIBIT DIRECTOR 
HATES HUNS HEARTILY. 


BY TRUMAN B, HANDY. 


C tor-general of the Allied War 
Exposition, hates the Hun. 

“The more I get into this work 
the more I am convinced that the 
Germans are the rottenest, dirtiest, 
meanest lot of curs on earth,” de- 
clared he, whe, reputed to be the 
foremost impresario of expositions 
in the United Statdés, is working for 
the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion as head of their bureau of ex- 
positions fcr $1 a year. 

“Do you know,” he questioned, 
“that a Hun hasn't senge enough to 
know when he is litked, but when 
he finds it out he howls like «@ 
whipped puppy? And he is learn- 
ing every day from us.” 

Shortly after he had refused an 
offer of $3000 for a bit cf advice on 
how to conduct a certain private 
exposition, Mr. Campbell “fat for’ 
this interview. And there wag no 
particular look of sack-cloth-and- 
ashes about him. Personal gain at 
a time Ilke the present, he says, is 
an anti-war measure. 

“We can't be bcthered with petty 
speculations now. Things ahead are 
too big,” said he. 

MAN WITH A RECORD. 

But, nevertheless, before he took 
up his duties with the government, 
the name of Chester I. Campbell 
stood supreme as the producer of

YOUNG Kansas soldier, the son of a minister of the Gospel, has 

written to his father in Wichita one of the most remarkable letters 

of the many that have come from our soldiers fighting for the free- 
dom of the world in France. 


This letter has nothing to say about the battles, or the raids, or going | 


over the top, but deals with something far more vital and fundamental. 
It is a letter about religion. 

What this young man has written, and that which thousands like him 
have written and shal! continue to write in the form of letters “to the folks 
at home,” will, in themselves, if collected in book form, constitute a unique 
history of the war. 


For, it is to be remembered that the best and the brainiest of our

young men are “over there’ with the Allies. Th 
erations of freedom and the liberty of thought. 
tion and visualization are of the very highest order. 

The young Kansas soldier's letter is a vivid pen picture of a religious 
service which he attended on Easter Sunday morning, with his regiment 
and others, “somewhere in France.” ! 


“The service was held on the steps in front of what was at one time — 


a church,” he says. ‘Now there is nothing left of it but a part of the tower 
and a part of the four walls and a few beams of the roof.” 

Still. it was a shrine, and these American boys gathered together eager- 
ly in the shadow of its memories to pray. They were far from home and 
all the ties of home. But they could not forget. | 

“Probably in that assembly there were men of as many faiths as | could 
count on the fingers of four hands,” the letter continues. “Yet they were 
there, joined in a mutual brotherhood, all gathered with the single purpose 
of worship . . . I wondered again that it was as it was, Catholic and 
Scientist, Protestant and non-sectarian, side by side.” 

Nor does this restless young brain stop at that, in its challenging 
ruminations. What is it that has caused him to be there, in the dim light 
of the dawn, clad in the trappings of war in an alien land? What is the 
cause of the bloody conflict in which he finds himself engaged? 


In his searching and clear-minded analysis, his logic is focused in-. 


evitably on Germany. Then, in the quiet parsonage at Wichita, the min- 
ister reads in the conclusion of his son's letter, this staggering thought: 

“Is it not natural that when the foundation of a great people, which 
is their religion, begins to crumble, after a while the whole structure of 
their civilization will fall with a cataclysmic crash?” , 

Ah, there we have it all.. We need not seek the sages and the wise 
men, the economists, the scientists or the professors of the schools. 

This boy from Kansas has grasped and answered the whole question. 

When the religion of a| people crumbles, their civilization falls with a 
cataclysmic crash. Their history ends. Time folds them. away with seven 
thousand yesterdays. 


HE reasons that the civilization of Germany shall “fall with a cata- 
clysmic crash,"’ as it now so rapidly is doing, is that the religion of the 
German people crumbled. 

| If America shall ever-permit its religion to crumble, then its civiliza- 
tion will also fall and crash. 

We say this ‘not as a preacher would say it from a pulpit in a church, 
but as a profound fact of history which must, sooner or later, be recognized 
as a fundamental doctrine of political economy. 

The German state, after forty years of diabolical education, succeeded 
in weaning the German people away from their old-fashioned religion, and 
implanted in their minds, instead, the doctrine of the Superman, which is 
called “Kultur.” 

Insidiously, yet successfully, a pagan god like Thor was set upon the 
places where the high altars of the old German people stood. 

It is true that the Kaiser untiringly refers to God, but it is this God of 
paganism which he has in mind—his partner and not his Creator. He never 
refers.to or calls on Christ. He never invokes the spirit of the Holy Ghost 
to guide him. 

The German state completely stamped out Christianity from its 
thoughts and plans. Nietzsche, Germany's glorified Apostle of the Super- 
man, who died in torture, a raving madman, expressed fully the mind of 
the German state in one blasphemous utterance: 

“Christian morality is the most malignant form of all falsehoods; it is 

‘that which has corrupted mankind.” 

Can the civilization of a people who accepted a doctrine so bold and 
lying and damning as that, in place of religion, fail to crash and crumble? 

With this doctrine firmly seated in religion's place in the mind of the 
German people, is it not easy to understand the colossal impudence of the 
thing they have tried to do? Murder and rape, assassination, *.avery 
robbery and every form of bestiality becomes justified and a duty of con- 
quest at the behest of such teaching. 

Its effects are becoming more and more apparent every day as the 
war proceeds. Material and spiritual misery is the inevitable lot of Germany. 

She has sown the wind, and she shall reap the whirlwind.

“Here upon this rock, which is consuming us both,” he said to an officer 
who shared his exile on St. Helena, “you cannot tell me who Jesus Christ is. 
Well. I shall tell you. He was more than a man. Alexander, Caesar, 
Charlemagne and myself founded empires; but our creations depended on 
force. Jesus Christ alone founded His empire on love, and to this day mil- 
lions would die for Him. He unites to Himself not a nation, but the whole 
human race.” 

The diseased brain of Nietzsche regarded this utterance, and all similar 
utterances, with reeking contempt. The German state stamped it out as men- 
tal inanition. 

Every civilization, before Napoleon's time, crumbled and crashed when 
it abandoned religion, just as the civilization of Germany is doomed to fall 


The religion they had was the best 
there was before the Wanderer came to Galilee. And, such as it was when 


they abandoned it, they fell.

Washington prayed to God in the snow at Valley Forge. Lincoln, in 


the dark hour of the rebellion, went on his knees in the White House because, 
as he said, “There was nowhere else to go." There is a Christian President 
in the White House today who stakes all his hopes and his country’s hopes 


on religion. 


We have sent our boys to the battlefields of Europe and Asia sur- 
rounded completely with the atmosphere and the agencies of religion. The 
letters they write to us at home are radiant with the faith that sustained their 
fathers and their fathers’ fathers, in all the republic's crucial days. 

Hence, they are an army invincible. The Hun could not destroy them 
as they crossed the sea sown with deadly mines, and still more deadly with 
murderous submarines. On the fields of France they have stood like a stone 
wall against the flower of the Superman's troops.

MUCKRAKING REPORT. 

One of the many bodies created 
to manage the business of the coun- 
try, to handicap enterprise and to car- 
ry out the fads and vagaries of So- 
clalism and near-Socialism is the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. Since the begin- 
ning of the war, and at the time when na- 
tional unity of action and thought ts most 
needed, the principal occupation of this 
body has been to stir up suspicion and strife 
by looking for every possible shred of evxi- 
dence to make out charges of dishonesty, 
profiteering and disloyalty against leading 
industries of the country and their man- 
agers, many of whom are serving the gov- 
ernment at $1 a year. 

In this miserable occupation the commis- 
sion had for some time as its counsel Fran. 
cis J. Heney, now a candidate for Governor 
of California. Under Heney’s guidance the 
commission compiled a large part of the 
report which it has recently submitted to 
Congress. The report is an extreme exam- 
ple of what President Rooseve)t called: 
“muckraking.” 

In regard to the beef industry the commis- 
sion discovered a profit of one half of one 
per cent. was being made by the packers. To 
what extent. anybody is being robbed by 
this profit he may figure out for himself. 
But the commission and Heney were able, 
by skillful questioning, insinuation and 
charges to show to their own satisfaction 
and to that of people who want to see ras- 
cality in every quarter, that the packers 
were in possession of dangerous power 
and were doing, or likely to do, something 
to injure the country. Without naming the 
commission, Food Administrator Hoover at 
once replied to a number of the charges. 
Though he confined himself to general 
terms, it was plain that Mr. Hoover was 
striking directly at the commission and its 
report. 

Again, the commission discovered that 
the copper mines were profiteering. In 
direct reply to the charge, and but a 
few days after the report was made public, 
the War Industries Board, composed of 
practical men of business experience, in 
possession of all the facts and data, found 
that the price of 23 cents a pound which 
the government was paying for copper was 
too low and raised it to 26 cents. 

As to the section of the report which 
deals with the American of! industry, the 
National Petroleum News of Cleveland, an 
organ of the independent refiners of the 
Middle West, in a scathing enunciation of 
its contents, headed “A Libel on the Of! In- 
dustry,” says that the report “is so full of 
misrepresentation and falsehood as regards 
the petroleum industry that one !s forced 
to the conclusion that the commission's 
falsehood is deliberate, so far as petroleum 
is concerned.” 

The report accuses fifteen of the leading 
oil compantes of the United States of prof- 
iteering—including in this number six for 
mer subsidiaries of the Standard of New 
Jersey and the reorganized parent company 
itself, notwithstanding the facts that its 
profits have not been increased by the war; 
that its valuable properties in Rumania 
have been wiped out; that its entire factill- 
ties are working for the government; that 
ite fleet has been commandeered for war 
service and its chief, A. C. Bedford, is 
working for the government without pay. 
Among the companies accused is the Stand- 
ard of California, whose profit is estimated 
in some strange way as 25 per cent. during 
1918. 

It would be a fruitless task to analyze 
the report. The commission recently made 
an investigation of the cost of producing 
gasoline as a basis for fixing prices for 
governmenta] purchases. Its methods of 
bookkeeping and computation were such as 
to excite derision among business men. Its 
data have been disregarded by the practt- 


cal men in the service of the government | 
|and others have gathered the information 


desired without reference 
commission. 

In its reckles* eagerness to make 
out a case the commission declared 
that false reports as to a scareity of 


to the 


gasoline have been circulated in or-* 


der to justify unfair prices. Reports 
(truthful, not false) of such scarcity 
have been circulated for the past 
two to three years, and among those 
who circulated them are Hon. Frank- 
lin K. Lane, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior; Dr. Van H. Manning, director 
of the United States Bureau of 
Mines, and all his subordinates; M. 
L. Requa, national oil director; A. 
C. Bedford, chairman of the National 
Petroleum War Service Committee; 
BE. L. Doheny and every man in the 
country qualified to speak on the 
subject who has been heard from. 

Further comment on the report 
would be superfluous after these 
points are understood. Unfortunate- 
ly, there may be those who are un- 
able or unwilling to understand 
them.

BEGIN HERE TOMORROW. 


There Will Not Be So Many, However, 
as in Northern Part of the State. 


EGINNING tomorrow, Los An- 
Angeles will observe “lightless” 
nights on two nights of the 
week—Mondays and Tuesdays. This 
Was announced yesterday by Buford 
Graves, temporary chairman for 
Los Angeles of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration, following the receipt of a 
telegram from Albert E. Schwabl- 
acher, California Fuel Administra- 
tor, at San Francisco. 

Previous information from the 
State Fuel Administration office was 
that the lightless order would not 
become effective in Southern Cali-. 
fornia until September 2, although 
in San Francisco end other cities 
north of the Tehachepi the rule 
went into effect on August 1. It Is 
believed that the same scarcity of 


water power, due to an exceptional- 
ly dry winter in the south as well as 
in the north, has caused this decision 
to make no exception as to the time 
the rule goes Into effect. 

There will not be such curtailment 
of illumination in this part of the 
State as in the north, however, for 


above the Tehachepi during August 
and September every night must be 
“lightiess"” except Saturdays an! 
Sundays and on legal holidays. This 
is because of the greater shortage 
of water power In the northern dis- 
tricts, 

The lightless nights do not mean a 
curtaliment of such street Mghting 
as is required for municipal safety 
and convenience, though such lights 
must not be turned on before sun- 
set and must be turned off at sun- 
rise. What are know as “cluster” 
lights, used for display or decora- 
tion, must be reduced to SUch pro- 
portions as are necessary for eafety. 
Advertisements, signs and externa! 
ornamentation of bulldings must be 
discontinued on the specified light- 
less nightea. 

There is an exception, however, 
which is thus stated: : 
“Rona fide roof gardens

JOB AT LE HAVRE. 


The placing of the Stars and 
Stripes over the Belgian national 
flag at Le Havre—an unprecedented 
event—is related in a letter from 
Lieut. H. K. Koebig, assistant to the 
naval commanding officer of the 
port of Le Havre, France, to his 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. Julius Koebig 


of No, 562 North Kenmore avenue, 
this city. 

“On July 4 we attended two of- 
fielal celebrations,” the letter says. 
“The first was at the headquarters 
of the Belgian government, where 
the Belgians actually raised the 


American flag over their own, saluted 


it first and played “The Star 
Spangled Banner” before their own 
anthem. It was impressive bevond 
words. 

“We next went to the Hotel de 
Ville and there met the military 
governor of Le Havre. Here, also 
the French flag was raised, and Old 
Glory floated over it! That was a 
never-to-be-forgotten sight. I was 
never happier in my life than the 
moment I stood at salute before the 
spectacle. Outside there were thou- 
sands of persons and the cheers 
were full of sincerity.” 

Lieut. Koebig, who is 24 vears old 
and a graduate of the Polytechnic 
High School, was formerly ensign 
and lieutenant, Junior grade, of the 
Naval Militia of California. At the 
outbreak of the war he was trans- 
ferred to active service. He was 
first on the cruiser St. Louis, and 
later on the converted yacht 
Nokomis, fagship of a submarine 
patrol of eighteen His 
father, Dr. Julius Koebig, ts one of 
the Southland’s authorities on 
chemical and mining engineering.

COLORED MEN 
SING AT WORK. 


Angeleno Lieutenant Writes 
of Kentuckians Overseas. 
Homesick at First, They Soon 
Become Enthusiastic. 


Ship Precautions in Danger 
Zone are Described. 


How Uncle Sam's colored soldiers 
take to the war in France, is told 
in a letter just received from Lieut.- 
Col. W. J. Pryor, formerly a civil 


* @ngineer with the Southern Pacific 


Company in Los Angeles, now in 
command of 1000 Kentucky negro 
troops, recently landed in the battle 
area. A brother of Lieut.-Col. Pryor 
i F. E. Pryor, employed by the 
Citizens’ National Bank of this city. 
According to Col. Pryor, the col- 
ored soldiers are inclined to feel 
homesick in France, at first. 
@sked one of them the other day 
how he liked the country,” he writes. 
“He said, ‘Ah don't like it; they ah 
too many foreigners over heah.’” 
Another Kentuckian tried to talk 
to a French colonial colored troop- 


_@r. He finally gave it up, disgusted, 


sg. “Dat niggah don't talk sense; 
he don't.know his own tongue.” 


The first feeling of homesickness| 


quickly wears away, however, and 
the colored soldiers enter into the 
work of making the world a decent 
place to live in with as great en- 
thusiasm as their white fellow fight- 
ere, according to Lieut.-Col. Pryor. 
Extracts from his letter, follow: 
“I am official censor for all mail 
in Co. A, Five Hundred and Fif- 
teenth Engineers, which means I 
must read about 1000 letters per 
week and pass on same. This takes 
all my time in the evenings, so I 
write few letters of my own, I act 
as censor for my own letters but as 
the rules are made for our own 
protection, I do not believe in evad- 
ing them. ’ 
“We came over on one of the big

EALIZING the expediency of

GERMAN ROLE. IN 
OUR REVOLUTION. 


BY ALFRED NOYES. 

It is a plain historical fact that 
the American Revolutionary War 
Was an earlier phase of the war of 
today. It was a war of our English- 
man, George Washington, against a 
German king. It is unnecessary to 


remind you of the familiar protests 
that great Englishmen like Chatham 
and Burke made against that war: 
but on an occasion like this it is 
fitting, perhaps, that we should re- 
member how representative those 
great men were of all that was best 
in the spirit of England. When 
Chatham attacked the war against 
the English colonists in America as 
a “most barbarous, cruel, unjust and 
diabolical war;"’ when he said: “If 
I were an American, as I am an 
Englishman, I would never lay down 
my arms while a foreign troop was 
landed in my country, never, never 
- « « , he Was speaking not only 
for himself, but for al! true English- 
men everwhere. 

And when he said “a _ foreign 
troop” he was not alluding to his 
own countrymen, but to the Ger- 
man troops, the 20,000 Hessians 
whom the German.King had been 
forced to hire, because Englishmen 
had refused to do his dirty work. 

The King's proclamation of the 
state of war, when it was read from 
the steps of the Royal Exchanze in 
London, was received with hisses 
from the citizens of London. Their 
representatives made protest to the 
King until he was forced to leave 
London to escape them. The four 
members of Parilament who repre- 
sented London voted against the 
war. The Recorder of the city wore 
mourning publicly for the brothers 
he had lost fighting against the new 
tyranny at Lexington. 


Lord North, time-serving 
Prime Minister, confessed in 1779 


that he always knew at heart that 
the war would be rulnous. Barring- 
ton, the Secretary of State for War. 
called the policy of the King ‘“‘mad- 
ness.” Shelbourne, after many vain 
protests, resigned from the Cabinet. 
The Duke of Grafton wrote to North 
Protesting. His letter was ignored. 
and he then obtained a personal 
audience with the King. with whom 
he pleaded in vain against the war. 
On the next day he made a public 
protest in the House of Lords. ‘He 
was summoned to the palace and in- 
stantly dismissed from his office of 
Lord Privy Seal by the arbitrary 
command of the King, who was try- 
ing to revive the divine right of 
Monarchs in England in precisely 
the same way as She Kalser is at- 
tempting it today in Europe. . The 
Duke of Richmond protested, also 
vainly, against what he called a 
“erlminal policy.” Grenville Sharpe, 
the great anti-slavery advocate, re- 


signed a government post upon 
which he was entirely dependent, 
and was thrown without resources 


on thd world. 

Soldiers and sallors resigned their 
commissions rather than = serve. 
Chatham removed his son, Lord Pitt, 
from the army, so that he might not 
fizcht against the Americans. The 
Earl of Effingham resigned his com- 
mission and received a vote of 
thanks from the corporations of 
Dublin and London for doing so. Sir 
William Howe, when appointed to 
the command of the British forces, 
accepted it only under protest and 
because he felt himself bound by his 
military oath. Col. Burgoyne also 


accepted only under protest. Gen. 
Conway not only resigned his com. 
mission, but moved an address in 
Parliament to stop the war immedi- 
ately. Admiral Keppel refused to 
fight. And the list of protests could 
be extended almost indefinitelh 
Does it not explain why the militarv 
mape on the so-called British side, 
the mans of the battle of Prince- 
tom, were all drawn us in German?

to the Tower of Babel. The various 
nationalities that have enriched 
your country and mine will gain 
nothirig by trying to contradict his- 
torical facts. They have their own 
gifts to give; and neither in your 
country nor in mine do we deny 
those gifts; but neither can we deny

News of the work being done by 
Mrs. Evangeline Whipple, wife of 
the late Bishop Whipple of Minne- 
sota, received at St. Paul Red Cross 
headquarters, tells of the success of 
her workshop at Taormina, whege 
she works with Miss Ruth Cleve- 
land, sister of the late President of 
the United States. The letter from 
Red Cross headquarters at Rome, 
quoted by the Pioneer Press, says: 

“Great success has attended the 
operation of ouvroirs, or sewing- 
rooms, for the benefit of women 
refugees and the poor women of sol- 
diers’ families in Italy. These ouv- 
roirs, established by the American 
Red Cross, afford employment to 
thousands of willing workers, who 
thereby are enabled to make money 
to maintain themselves and at the 
same time supply clothing to others 
of their own class at about one-third 
the usual price.” 

The initial sales of the products 
of the ouvroirs at Padua and Taor- 
mina Sicily, were gala events in the 
lives of the afflicted refugees. For 
hours before the sale opened at 
Padua long lines of women awaited 
their chance. Each person was al- 
lowed to buy only a given amount. 
There was also clothing for men and 
children. 

Concerning the first public sale at 
Taormina, a Red Cross worker in 
charge of the sewing-room wrote: 
“The women, most of them barefoot 
and pitifully ragged, filed past’ me 
to receive for their two lire and one- 
half (about 35 cents.) the fresh, nce 
to say pretty, garments made by the 
workers. One Woman wore a dress 
of sacking. Each was allowed to 
choose her own dress and each re 
celved besides the dress a change of 
underwear, and, as long as the stock- 
ings we had on hand held out, a 
pair of stoékings. The children re-

The persistence of Mr. Pound to 
have himself taken seriously, though 
doubtless he prefers that it should 
not be literally, seems to be attract- 
ing the modicum of success that 
Waits upon labors of the kind. Mr. 
Pound is at some pains to assume 
enigmatic attitudes, though he is 


rather assiduous in expressions of 
contempt for those who do not “un- 
derstand” him. He admits that he 
Was born in Idaho, but he would 
have you know that he has absorbed 
culture in Europe; and as though a 
plain statement of that important 
fact were insufficient he not only 
fllmgs foreign phrases about, with a 
splattering even of Greek and Latin, 
|'as though English were a somewhat 
inadequate language for the mould- 
ing of such ideas as it is his privi- 
lege to have; but in a string of 
rhymes, called “L/Homme Moyen 
Sensuel,” he addresses a critique to 
the land he has abandoned, and per- 
haps means that the reader shall not 
forget Ezra Pound, too, when he 


Pound, who is clamorously at the 
head of everything “modern,” ana 
very much in the favor of Miss Har- 
riet Monroe, whose contempt for the 
“pseudo icists” is extremely se- 
vere, should be so solicitous in dis- 
playing his familiarity with classical 
and medieval names and conditions 
that his “modernity” in general and 
in “Pavannes and Divisions” in par- 
ticular is limited to advice for oth- 
ers. True, it may be contended that 
he has brought to the dialogues, of 
which the book is largely filled, be- 
tween classical and pseudo-classical 
personages an interpretation essen- 
tlally “modern,” particularly as most 
of them are fashioned with an effort 
at satire. But surely a “modern,” 
cularly one who uses in one 
book four or five modern languages 
and some dead ones for English 
readers, would not be at a loss to set 
examples as he does precepts. 

The one characteristic evidently 
sincere in Mr. Pound is the desire to 
be “naughty.” Concerning his per- 
sonal morals I know nothing and 
care not at all, and he would not be 
the first pure and demure young man 
to put on in print the airs of one 
from whom Priapus had retained no 
secrets. But he seems, in these 
dialogues and elsewhere, to be quite 
fascinated by majdens’ legs and 
shows Ovidian interest in the arts 
of love. And yet, in a confessional 
“Meditation”—even as I suggested— 
he admits not without evident pride 
that he has “more than once been 
ridiculed for my prudery;” and as 
this ridicule cannot possibly have 
been other than ironically applied to 
his printed ideas it must obviously 
apply to those in private.

A HOUSEHOLD MUSE 


Christopher Morley Celebrates 
the Joy of Housekeeping. 
SONGS FOR LITTLE 


Boyes. By 
Christopher Morley. George H. Doran, 
New York. 


Mr. Morley has two “soul sides;” 
one may be to show a woman when 
he loves her, and the other to face 
the world with. On that supposi- 
tion I would say that “Shandygaft” 
was to charm the world, or the mas- 
cullnme part of it, and “Songs for a 
Little House” is for women in gen- 
eral and newly-weds in particular. 

It is not often that one may go to 
the book's jacket for an honest de- 
scription of the contents; for either 
by coincidence or design the pub- 
lishers seem to have engaged 4a fair 
number of Ananias’s numerous de- 
scendants. Bat when thé jacket of 
this book speaks of “Songs for a 
Little House” being “full of home 
scents, home sounds, home habits, 
home yearnings and home joys,” it 
bas said jn simple language about all 
the reviewer can say with that flor- 
idity which paéses among the read- 
ers of book pages for critical style 
and learning. 


Mr. Morley, both here and in that 
thrice blessed “Shandygaff,” is that 
he dares to be commonplace, boyish, 
simple. We have all the critical 
termagants up in arms against the 
“pseudo-classicists,” and modernity 
is the ery; but not since the Restora- 
tion has there been any more strain- 
ing for bisarre and artificial effects 
than right now. But more than the 
unaffected manner, there is, too, a 
sensitive poetic beauty in these lit- 
tle songs: 

when dusk comes up the 
The fire leaps high with golden prongs; 


I place along the chimneysill 
The tiny candies of my songs.” 


Also one must have the capacity 
for nonsense, which is not so com- 
mon as the more highly praised ca- 
pacity for wise discernment and 
solemn pronouncement, to appre- 
ciate this domestic chorister: 
“Animal crackers, and cocoa to drink, 


That is the finest of suppers, I think, 
When I'm grown up and can have what 


I please 

I think I shall always insist upon these.” 

There is, as may be readily ob- 
served, a sort of nursery fluency 
/about these songs; and the nursery 
rhymes, like those of ballads and 
| folk idyls, are worn down by count- 
less throats until they flow liquid as 
the sweet waters of Pierian itself. 
And could anything be more homely 
~—or homey, as you please—than a 
set of stanzas on “Washing the 
Dishes”? 


"When we on simple rations sup

The task by solling many plates. 


“And though I nt that I have prayed 
That we ‘ight fina a se maid 
I'd scullion all my days, IT think, 
To see Her emile acroag the sink!” 
Then follows more stanzas cele- 
brating the joy of doing dishes; and 
} much to the amazement of many of 
us whose personal intimacy with the 
work has nevertheless left us in 
need—as the world is always in need 
the poet's interpretation, there 
may be romance and delight in this 
ablution of dirty dishes, But I notice 
that Mr. Morley speaks of willow 
ware and not of pots and pans. 
Most of these poems, as I have 
eaid, will go straight to the hearts of 
women—that is, of women who have 
bungalows and babies, not poodles 
and apartments— but there is per- 
vading them a fine, strong mascu- 
linity; and at least two of the songs 
are dedicated to men. 
“There is a secret laughter 
That often comes to me, 
And though I go about my work 
As humble as can be, 
There is no prince or prelate + 
I envy—no, not one. 
No evil can befall me— 
By God, I have a son!”

THE SOCIAL LETTER. By Elizabeth 
Myers. Brentano's, New York. 


The proprieties of correspondence 
are revealed by Elizabeth Myers. 
The uncouth and baffled are gently 
taken by the hand and shown how to 


address with formal dignity every- 
body from a hostess with whom you 
wish to plead a previous engagement 
to a king; and in addressing the lat- 
ter you are expected to sign your 
self: “I have the honor to remain 
Your Majesty's most obedient serv- 
ant.” Which would seem rather com- 
ceited of you considering the num- 
ber of obedient servants a king has. 

For the needy also there are @ 
few pages of French phrases, and as 
it is carefully explained what they 
mean and where to use ‘em, one may 
with no more éffort than it takes 
to copy carefully, bolster up the 
story of travels in France. 

For usage among common folk 
there is a fine assortment of vale- 
dictory phrases, such as: “Yours 
sincerely,” “Yours very sincerely,” 
“Yours most sincerely;" after which 
“cordially” is substituted for “sin- 
cerely,” etc. 

Books like this are undoubtedly 
needed in the world, and they help 
to conceal mediocrity of expression 
by reducing such expressions to @ 
formula; and the author has been 
at pains to explain carefully and give 
plenty of working models so the 
vacuously fastidious will make no 
errors in trying to get out of ap 
pointments—or into them. 


PROSE WHIMSIES.

Pastels, allegories, visions, whimsy | 
tales—I know not what Mr. Douglas! 
would prefer to have these prose | 
fancies called. They are not with- 
out a suggestion of Lord Dunsany, 
but not textually so lustrous. There 
are irony and soft noiseless laugh-. 
ter; and sometimes there is a) 
strangeness of idea that spins itself | 
into a gossamer vagueness that 
heavy-minded people like myself 
cannot follow. 

But I find these chapters attractive 
without being in the least able to jell 
why, except that they are—the most, 
attractive, such as “The Dino Saur: 
That Wondered Why”"—sheerly fan-| 
tastical and full of wit. To scrutl- 
nize them presents much the same 
futility as to try to grasp a dream 
that floats tenuously away as one 
awakens. 

This may be due to the touch of 
mysticism. Anyway if one simply 
allows the mind to float down the 
sentences without trying to get a 
precise measurement of the sense, 
one miay be conscious of a hypnotic 
tranquillity, a kind of opiate languor, 
that is dispelled at the first stirring 
wonder of “What does this mean, 
anyway?” 

“Behind the numerous clinkle of 
teacups her soul builded itself a 
dark curtain of silence. Here it was 
very dim and gray; and here her 
soul sang a furtive melodious psalm- 
ody”: that is the kind of serious sen- 
tences. 

And when Mr. Douglas sets him- 
self. to it he places very vivid pic- 
tures on the paper, though he may 
a little bit overdo his figures: “The 
}searlet poppies of sundown yet 
gleamed across the mown fields of 
darkness” “about his cav- 
ernous mouth flickered a smile sin- 
ister as a fugitive serpent” ... 
“a swirl of mists revolved tm tor- 
tuous coils over a spectral ocean”— 
but the sentence complete is: “ ... 
over a spectral ocean beating in an 
uneasy moan of baffled tides upon 
a wan and glimmering beach.” 

Well, at least these chapters have 
the merit of their faults—an un- 
bounded fancy, as full of pictures as 
a kaleidoscope of colors and it may 
be worth while to pick out just what 
phrases are pleasing and to shut the 
eyes to Phe aghers.

A. H. Patterson, Hudson 
dealer at Stockton, set a re- 
markable record for mountain 
travel last week when he 
drove a brand new Super-Six 
from Stockton over Sonora- 
Mono Pass and back to Stock- 
ton by Alpine Pass, in 16h. and 
54m. The distance covered 
was 383.7 miles, and it in- 
volved climbing to a 9600 foot 
Sierra summit, dropping 3000 
feet into Nevada at Woodford, 
and clitmbing again to the 
8800-foot top of Alpine Pass.

In this 
way the foreign matter is fvoated 
off the polished surface without 


injuring it. If mud or dirt is wiped 
off the panels, the tiny particles of 
grit will seratch the varnished «<ur- 
face. Even washing with a power- 
ful stream of water is dangerous, for 
the power of the stream wil! drive 
the bits of sand and other grit into 
the varnish, marring the surface. 


Soap should never be used on the 


body of the car, unless it is for the 
purpose of getting rid of grease or 
oll spots. To remove grease spots 
from the panels, castile soap suds 
applied with a sofe cloth are the 
best means going. Also, the hood of 
the car should never be washed 
while it ig hot, for this will result 
in permanent damage to the finish 
which is pretty hardly treated at 
best. In cleansing the radiator of 
accumulations of foreign matter, a 
stream of water may be used, but 
it should be sent through the open- 
ings from the rear. If the water is

As the 
Packard company is devoting 4 
very large percentage of its output 
capacity to the manufacture of 
motor trucks and Liberty airplane 
engines for the government they 
had to reduce their carriage output 
very radically. 

Some weeks ago the Packard 
company announced the completion 
of the one thousandth Liberty air- 
plane motor and within a short 
time it is expected that production 
of Liberty engines at the Packard 
plant will reach fifty per day. 

With this productiqn it is impos- 
sible to attain normal output of 
twin six carriages and the shortage 
has been felt by dealers for some 
time. To make changes in either 
the car or the motor is unnecessary 
so far as trying to improve its 
economy or operation, and the com- 
Pany states that it is adverse to 
bringing out a new model solely for 
the sake of change or to incorpo- 
rate slight improvements, at a time 
when every bit of their energy is 
devoted to war work and maintain- 
ing eo far as ly possible a reason- 
able production of passenger cars. 

The demand for Packard passen- 
ger cars and trucks in California is 
ahead of. the supply, according to 
Earle C. Anthony, Inc., State dis- 
tributor of the lines. “This is due,” 
said Anthony, “to the ever-increas- 
ing prestige of the Packard as a 
utility motor vehicle and the short- 
age of skilled labor and hich-grade 
materials used in their construc- 
tion. 

“We were fortunate, by ordering 
far in advance, in getting several 
of the special models of roadsters 
and runabouts which we have built 
to our order on twin six ye: 
but the chances are very slight fo

THE LIVE-STOCK SITUATION AS 
VIEWED BY AN EASTERN EXPERT. 


HICAGO.—The American live-stock 

situation, as viewed by the National 

Live Stock Exchange after a survey of 
conditions at the sixty big markets and the 
great producing areas, uever was brighter 
from the standpoint of the producer, and the 
consumer, on the other hand, need have 
little fear of increased prices during the 
fall and winter. In fact, a slight reduction 
in beef prices may be expected by winter, 
while pork and mutton prices probably will 
see little change, in the opinion of C. B. 
Heinemann, secretary of the exchange. 


The splendid response to the government's 
request for increased production, the phe 
nomena! reduction in losses from preventable 
diseases, war measures for the producer's 
protection, improved railroad service, espe- 
cially to western markets, and the satisfac- 
tory condition of most ranges combine to 
make the outlook unusually promising, ac- 
cording to Mr. Heinemann. 


The cattle increase, based on exchange re- 
ports from fifty-nine markets and covering 
the first five months of the year, is 12.4 per 
cent. over the corresponding period of 1917. 
Officials of the organization say that late 
reports indicate that the increase of 3,871,000 
hogs estimated January 1, by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will be far surpassed, 
and sheep receipts for the first five months 
increased 397,527 or 6.3 per cent. over the 
same period of 1917. The western lamb in- 
crease alone, Mr. Heinemann reckons, will 
be 1,500,000 head over last year.

We take the Land 
Army women far more seriously than do 
some of the practical farmers who have 
been amused by their over-advertised versa- 
tility, and i is because we take them 
seriously, recognizing them as an important 
factor in serving American agriculture, that 
we urge their employment on a business 
basis (for the work to which they are 
suited by physique and temperament) to 
the end that men may be spared for men’s 
work, and no resources wasted.

The 
recently initiated rate advance of 25 per 
cent. should enable the railroads to better 
equip themselves for handling the heavy fall 
runs. 

“The stocker or feeder movement during 
the first two months of 1918 showed no ma- 
terial increase. Later price readjustments 
restored confidence and the first five-month 
period shows shipments from thirty-nine 
markets increased approximately 9.1 per 
cent, over 1917. This is equivalent to 130,387 
more cattle sent back to the country. May 
is so far the banner month with an increase 
of 45,797 head. This stocker demand was 
especially benefited by rains in the Texas 
drought district which caused cattlemen 
there to re-enter the game. 

“More and more are the feeders going in 
for quality. The South, whose stock-raising 
resources are almost untouched, is showing 
a wonderful increase. W.G. Harding, one of 
the best posted men on southern stock con- 
ditions, reports orders for 11,000 stockers 
for southern feeders, with an unprecedented 
demand for pure-bred bulls. 

“The policy of long feeding periods for 
cattle has given way to the war time system 
of short feeding with a hurried return to 
market or as baby beef. 

“From the Far West comes reports of 


first string of Montana cattle on the Chicago 
market. Experienced cattlemen predict the 
marketing of the graa  .attle a month earlier 
than usual. Senator John B. Kendrick of 
Wyoming an authority on range conditions, 
believes cattle from hi. State will reach 
market in imcreased volume over 1917 and 
that their quality will show a marked im- 
provement. 

“Food Administration representatives ex- 
pect conditions in the cattle supply to be re- 
stored to normal by September and have 
promised relief from all restrictions as soon 
as conditions warrant. 

“The beef cattle prices on the Chicago 
market, compared with 1917 figures, are ap- 
proximately $3 to $4 higher. 

“The wonderful response of American hog 
producers was a splendid show of patriotism. 
The government urged that we ‘produce 
more hogs’ and from every direction came 
reports of hogs and more hogs. : 

“May hog prices average $17.45, compared 
— $15.90 im May, 1917, and $9.85 in May, 

16. 

“The springdamb movement, considered a 
barometer of e.c*p conditions, indicates a 
shortage in Ten: -ssee and a surplus in Ken- 
tucky. The southern lamb movement is 
later than usual, while the western move- 
ment began earlier.

Testing even 
better than corn silage in nutritive value, 
this perennia! far outdistances the heaviest 
yielding crops known, according to the 
present local experiment which verifies re 
ports coming from Australia.

After a preliminary discussion the 
og adjourned to the MaclInerney or- 
ch rd where Dr, H, 8, Fawcett, assisted by 
representatives of the farm bureau, gave 
»orles of demonstrations of the best meth- 
ods of treatment known at the present 
time. 

Dr. Fawcett has just returned to the Cit- 
rus Experiment Station from two years of 
study spent at the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, where he hag been preparing himself 
for greater service to citrus growers in aid- 
ing to solve problems of disease. Citrus 
growers will remember that it was Dr. 
Fawcett who first ascertained and demon- 
strated the cause of gummosis, or gum dis- 
ease of citrus trees, and who worked out a 
cheap and thoroughly satisfactory remedy, 
thereby saving thousands of dollars to cit- 
rus growers. The San Dimas Center was 
therefore very fortunate in securing the 
services of Dr, Fawcett, than whom there 
is no better man in California to work on 
this trouble of citrus trees. 


In all fairness to the San Dimas district 
it should be stated that scalybark is no 
worse in that section than elsewhere, Ten 
years ago one had to institute a search in 
order to find a tree affected with scalybark 
but that is no longer the case. In fact 
there are few orchards which at the pres- 
ent time do not contain or have not con- 
tained a few trees affected with this 
trouble. Moreover, the disease seems to be 
increasing not only in prevalence but in 
virulence and it is becoming recognized by 
citrus growers as a distinct menace to the 
industry. They are demanding that it be 
studied and methods of control or eradica- 
tion worked out. It is hoped that with the 
aid of Dr. Fawcett the Citrus Experiment 
Station may be instrumental in uncovering 
in the near future some method of effici- 
ent control. 

Many citrus growers are prone to confuse 
true gummosis, or gum-disease, with scaly- 
bark and it may be worth while to distin- 
guish between the two. 

Citrus trees may exude gum from a hum- 
ber of causes, but there are two main dis- 
eases or troubles involving the exudation 
of gum, namely gummosis and scalybark. 

There are two kinds of true gummosis 
and both attack all kinds of citrus trees, 
but more especially the lemon. Gummosis 
is usually confined to the trunk of the 
tree and ordinarily starts at or near the 
ground, very frequently in the region of the 
bud-union. It is characterized by the 
copious exudation of gum followed by the 
death of the bark, which cracks and peels 
Of, leaving the dead wood. One kind of 
gummosis is caused by the same soil fungus 
which causes brown rot of lemons. This 
kind of gummosis is especially prevalent, 
particularly in the heavier wet soils, where 
the soil is heaped up about the trunk of the 
tree. The fungus coming into conta t with 
the healthy bark penetrates it and starts 
the disease. This kind of gummos';: my 
be largely prevented by keeping the e-rth 
pulled away from the trunk of the tree, 
exposing the main crown roots, and pain'- 
ing the whole base of the tree with Bor- 
deaux paste, taking eare to cover the bud- 
union and crown roots. 

The other kind is caused by the gray 
mold fungus; it does not exhibit so much 
gumming and affects the tree somewhat 
differently. The outer bark becomes soft 
and dies gradually from the outside inward. 
There is a great variation in susceptibility 
of different stocks to gummosis, the sour 
stock being practically immune. It Is there- 
fore advisable in order to avoid gummosis 
to use sour orange as a stock and bud high 
so as to avoid infection from soil piled up 
about the trunk. 

Once the tree is infected, if not too seri- 
ous, both kinds of gummosis can be con- 
trolled by careful tree surgery. All the in- 
fected tissues must be cut entirely out 
back into the healthy tissue. The wound 
is then disinfected with Bordeaux paste and 
in time it will hed? over. The effective-

salvage or damaged Grain that 
is for human food cannot profit- 
ably be fed to animals, with the attendant 
waste, when pasture and waste products 
, Can be substituted. 
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,ress of the control depends largely upon 
care in the work of cutting out infected tis- 
sue. A cut made in the form of an inverted 
V is the best, for it heals up much faster 
than irregular cuts. 

Scalybark attacks only the orange and is 
not confined to the trunk but may spread 
up through the large limbs to a consider- 
able height. It does not kill the bark in 
to the wood but seems to be largely con- 
fined td the bark itself. It is characterized 
by less gumming than true gummosis and 
particularly by —- rough scaly appearance 
of the affected limb. The bark comes away 


fm small dry scales, leaving the living bark 


beneath very rough and noduled. The 
cause of scalybark has never been deter- 
mined nor has a sure remedy been worked 
out. 


Dr. Fawcett distinguishes three stages in 
the progress of the disease. The initial 
stage is when the trouble first starts. A 
small spot appears and gives off a drop or 
two of gum. Thig stage may last for sev- 
eral years and ig usually overlooked by the 
srower who does not exanrine his trees 
rather closely. It is at this stage that the 
disease can be most easily controlled, and 
Dr. Fawcett advises all orange growers to 
go over their trees at least twice during the 
summer for the detection of scalybark in 
this early stage. The best time to examine 
the trees is in the summer for that is the 
active period of scalybark when it can be 
detected by the exudationg of gum. If the 
spot is po larger than the hand it should 
be cut out entirely into the healthy wood, 
and the wound very thoroughly treated 
with a good disinfectant. Care must be 
taken to cut beyond gum pockets and to get 
all of the affected tissue out. Special tools 
have been developed for this work, as 
shown in the photograph. Any good dis- 
infectant will do the work but Dr. Fawcett 
advises Bordeaux paste as one of the 
cheapest and most satisfactory for the rea- 
son that it lasts longer than most others. 
Bordeaux paste is made ag follows: Slake 
two poundy of quick-lime in three quarts of 
water. Dissolve one pound of bluestone 
(copper sulphate) in three quarts of water, 
preferably inclosing the bluestone ia 4 
cloth bag suspended in the water. When 
needed mix these two solutions, which will 
form a blue paste about the consistency 
of a good whitewas Apply with a brush. 
Carbolineum may be used with fair satis- 
faction, but there is no standard formula 
for the strength of carbolineum and if it 
is made too strong, injury results. A good 


strength for carbolic acid is 5 per cent., 


made up from the phenol crystals. 

The second state is reached when the 
affected area has increased in size to the 
point where it either girdles a limb or oc- 
cupies a considerable area of the bark, with 
the tree still not showing the effects. At 
this stage the disease is much more diffi- 
cult to treat. Girdled or very badly affected 
limbs should be cut out entirely, care being 
taken to seal the wounds with some good 
dressing, such as grade “B” asphaltum, 
shellac or grafting wax. A good dressing 
may be made of crude asphaltum, melted 
and diluted with benzine to form a solution 
of the consistency of a thick paint. Gum 
pockets should be carefully cut out and all 
affected areas scraped back to the green 
bark beneath. Then all the wound area 
should be thoroughly covered with B:~- 
deaux paste or some disinfectan’. ..

After bearing 
cre or two heavy crops, it dies. In this 
treatment is indeed very 
difficult and it Is largely a matter of per- 
sonal judgenfent as to whether it pays to 
treat such trees. The treatment is similar 
to that outlined for the second stage. It 
should be borne in mind that if a treatment 
prolongs the life of the tree long enough 
for even one more crop it will usually pay. 

All the evidences point toward the pos- 
sibility of secalybark being infectious. 
Therefore in the light of our present know!l- 
edge it would seem best when pruning 
trees badly affected with scalybark to disin- 
fect shears and saws after each cut to pre 
vent possible distribution of the disease. 

A number of orchardists have been un- 
duly alarmed at a condition which exists in 
many of the older lemon trees. The bark 
about the bud-unien cracks and peels off 
in very much the same fashion as the shed- 
ding of the bark that occurs in some of the 
deciduous trees. Where the bark peels 
away in long, more or less rectangular 
strips, leaving healthy green bark beneath 
and there are no sigps of gumming, there is 
nothing to worry about. 

As long as we shall have sick trees, un- 
doubtedly we shall have “tree doctors” and 
certainly the citrus industry has its share 
at the present time. Most of these gentle- 
men have a patent medicine, a concoction 
with numerous ingredients, of great po- 
tency, cooked after a certain secret for- 
mula, and guaranteed to cure any Ills the 
tree may be heir to. The price of treat- 
ment varies from 14 cents to $1 per tree 
and strange to say many good citrus grow- 
ers maintain that good results have fol-

University of California or the University 
Farm at Davis, Sullivan selects the heaviest 
heads from stalks exactly the height of his 
chin. Caution is exercised that only heads 
containing large, plump grain be cut. After 
the demonstration the farmer goes home 
and repeats the operation on his own milo 
patch. 

When the season comes along, 
Farm Adviser Sullivan prepares a list of 
the ranches where the best seed is vobtain- 
able, and gives the prices asked. This in- 
formation is turned over to the farmers 
upon request. Usually tae price asked for 
seed is not over 50 per cent. in excess of 
the value of ordinary market grain.

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FARMERS WARNED 
OF LIME SHORTAGE. 


 “Limeaid” is now recognized as one of 


the best remedies for ailing fields. The re |} 


lation of lime to agriculture is no longer a 
matter of conjecture. Hundreds and thou- 
sands of tong are now being used annually 
by farmers. Its properties may really be 
described as an “aid,” since it has the effect 
of making more available the plant food in 


the soil, rather than feeding the plants it- 
self 


‘Unless the farmers are forehanded in or- 
ering needed supplies of lime, says the 
nited States Department of Agriculture, 
they may be unable to get it when they 
want it. 


The companies supplying agricultural 
recognize two periods of demand for 
e—early spring and late summer. Ordl- 
narily farmers, to conserve labor and to 
make the hauling and application of the 
lime all one operation, order their supply 
at the time they wish to apply it. 

And in ordinary years the lime manufac: 
turers can adjust their business to this 
practice. Now, however, with transporta- 
tion troubles shortage of labor in their 
plants, and difficulties jin obtaining fuel for 
lime burning, the companies canndt hake 
last-minute deliveries. Furthermore, the 
needs of increased crop production have in- 
creased the demand for lime products and 
this also has added to the difficulties of 
supply. 

For all of these reasons it is urged that 
the fall lime be ordered as soon as possible, 
and that the spring needs be anticipated 
also. Dealers and manufacturers should 
nave advance information as to farmers’ 
meeds so that orders can be combined and 
car space used to best advantage. Delays 


in ordering may result in failure to obtain.

Farm News of Bounteous Southwest. 
DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. 


RA.—A very importan teeting 
was held here yesterday at th Chamber 
of Commerce rooms under the direction 

of County Farm Adviser Essig when walnut 
and bean growers of the county gathered 
to consider two important propositions; 
those of labor importation and a wage 
scale. A committee with power to act, 
composed of F. A. Snyder, John Lagomar- 
sino, Roger Edwards, O. E. Essig and 
Charlies Petit, was named. The committee 
will communicate with the American Beet 
Sugar Company and the State Labor Com- 
missioner with a view to importing Mexi- 
can labor. Efforts will also be made to re- 
establish the Federal labor agency here. 
The various farm bureaus of the county 
are asked to report the requirements of 
its individual] district. It is realized that 
the labor problem will of necessity have 
to be worked out by cooperation on the 
part of the growers. 

BRYN MAWR.—The apricot crop for 
this section, which is of average size, has 
been handled in an excellent manner ac- 
cording to L. O. Yount, who has a large 
drier near here. This was possible, he 
says, only because the women of the dis- 
triet have volunteered to do the work for- 
merly done by men. Women and boys 
were used almost entirely in picking the 
apricots, which ripened rapidly, necessi- 
tating the employment of a large force in 
a very short time. Girls and women were 
also used in cutting the apricots and 
spreading them on the trays for drying. 
The finest “cots” were sent to the Kubias 
plant at Redlands; where more than 100 
women are being used ir the cannery, and 
to the Gregory cannery at Colton, where a 
large force is at work. Most of the cots 
have been put up in syrup despite the 
shortage of sugar. As soon as the apricots 
are disposed of, the cannerfes will start on 
peaches and then will handle tomatoes. 
There is a large acreage of tomatoes this 
year. After the tomatoes are out of the way 
the work of canning and eva cull 
apples will be taken up. ' 


PORTERVILLE.—Large profits were 
made made by the bee men of this section 
in the sale of their orange honey, which 
went to 22 cents per pound. The prospect, 
however, ig for a very small fall crop. Al- 
though alfalfa ig showing an unusually 
heavy blossom and the bees appear to be 
in a normally healthy condition, the pro- 
duction of late ne@tar up to the present 
time has been far below the normal. Ex- 
pert aid in an investigation of the reason 
for this condition has been asked of the 
State University. ‘ 


VAN NUYS.—The importance of Van 


Nuys as a distributing center for the San 
Fernando Valley was demonstrated when 
the agency for the new Ford tractor for the 
entire San Fernando Valley from Pasadena 
to the Ventura county line and additional 
territory in the La Crescente and La 
Canada valleys, was given to our live fel- 
low townsman, G. A. Huffaker. 

Only nineteen agencies were established 
in Southern California, and this is consid- 
ered one of the best.

green corn-worm has appeared in great 
numbers in the bean fields and is threaten- 
ing the destruction of the-crop unless ef- 
fective measures of restraint are taken at 
once. County Commissioner of Horticul- 
ture Brock of Santa Paula, who is in charge 
of the situation, is considerably alarmed 
over the invasion and is summoning to his 
aid all the experienced men in the South, 
Federal, State and county, in an effort to 
combat and subdue the destroying army, 
which in many fields has gone so far as 
to eat away all the leaves, only the vein 
network remaining. 

According to Field Agent H. J. Ryan of 
the local station, this same corn-worm, fa- 
miliar to every housewife in this section 
who ever prepared an ear of garden corn 
for the table, is the predatory pest respon- 
sible for the loss of part of the tomato crop 
each year, but, so far as the station records 
show, this is the first time the worms ever 
nesailed the lima bean crop. The only 
theory thus far advanced to account for 
the present condition is that owing to the

With all hired help, working under his 
personal supervision, Mr. Boulanger expécts 
to realize a net profit from the ranch this 
season of from $800 to $1000.

The principal profit this season 
will come from a little over one acre of 
Black-cap raspberries, from which the gross 
returns will be close to $1000. Shipments 
last week ran over $350. The berries are 
all sold to Rivers Bros., who distribute 
them. The average day’s picking during 
the season runs from 600 to 750 baskets, 
which are readily marketed at 10 cents a 
basket. 

There is a strawberry patch, small but in 
fine shape, from which the returns so far 
have been over $100. 

The largest part of the ranch, about three 
acres, is planted to tomatoes which are ex- 
pected to yield fifteen tons to the acre, and 
judging from the present condition of the 
vines they may exceed that figure. The ber 
ries and tomatoes are grown between a 
grove of young walnut trees which, it is esti- 
mated, will yield 1500 pounds of walnuts 
this season. Vegetables of different kinds 
are raised in odd corners. 

After the tomatoes are all harvested in 
the fall, Mr. Boulanger plans to put the 
space they now occupy into spinach.

HANGING economic conditions in time 

invariably afford. their own remedies; 

these may be positive or negative, 
everything depending on the inexorable law 
of supply and demand. In times of stress 
shifting values are apt to contract in one 
direction and expand in another. During 
our present adventure with Germany it has 
been the fate of the poultry industry to ex- 
perience a period of depression and finan- 
cial distress. Out of this experience many 
poultrymen have learned of economics, thus 
opening the way for combating negative in- 
fluences inimical to the industry. At the 
same time there has been awakened a “get 
together” spirit among the several inter- 
ests affecting the industry that argues for 
better things in the near future. 

Chief among these must be mentioned 
the National War Emergency Poultry Fed 
eration, which hag recently closed a suc 
cessful convention in Chicago, where every 
interest was represented, covering pretty 
thoroughly the country east of the Rocky 
Mountains to the Atlantic Coast., Its ob 
jects and aims are to exploit the food and 
commercial value of poultry products; to 
co-operate with the national and State gov- 
ernments in securing an adequate supply of 
poultry and eggs; to harmonize and de- 
velop a sound educational programme; to 
‘gugment production, distribution, salesman- 
ship, consumption, cooperation, Federal 
and State legislation, education and organi- 
zation—in brief, to place the industry on a 
paying basis. 

To this convention the organized poul- 
try interests of Southern California sent 
an earnest appeal for a nation-wide propa- 
ganda urging the wider use of eggs and 
poultry in the interest of red-meat conser- 
vation. It is pleasant to record that the 
convention heartily indorsed the idea and 
advised poultry breeders throughout the na- 
tion to exploit their own business by a 
campeign of education that will bring home 
to the people the elemental value of eggs 
as a standard food. 

To further the movement in this terri- 
tory there has been organized the Southern 
California War Emergency Poultry Society 
with the following temporary officers: J. 
Vv. McConnell, Garden Grove, president; 
Henry. E. Maltby, San Gabriel, vice-presi- 
dent; Henry W. Kruckeberg, Los Angeles, 
secretary-treasurer.

The Hen and Her New Clothes.

With nearly all classes of domesticated 
fowl no eggs are produced during the moult, 
with the single exception of hens. Here 
the laying proclivities have been so highly 
developed, that production, though greatly 
reduced, is nevertheless more or less in 
evidence during the moulting period, which 
normally begins in early summer and some- 
times over a period of about three months. 
As moulting retards production, so corre- 
spondingly, continuous laying is apt to poa- 
pone moulting. In any event, it is a period 
of slender profits to the egg farmer, and 
hence there is always a keen desire to 
basten the operation, and so bring about @ 
return to profitable production. 

To do this, some breeders resort to a 
gradual reduction in the ration, which really 
amountg to placing the birds on a starva- 
tion diet for a week or ten days, when the 
ration is again gradually increased to nor- 
mal. This is known among poultrymen as 
the Van Dreser method, and its adherents 
claim that it hastens the moult, bringing 
the entire flock through the operation at 
about the same time. We question the wis- 
dom Of this practice. To starve the birds 
certainly does not induce vigor and robust 
health; neither will heavy feeding following 
a period of fasting produce good results. 
Both are too radical. 

It is better that hens enter the moult 
reasonably fat rather than poor, and it is 
safer to maintain them so rather than in 
barely good condition. Fowl! will moult 
better on a quiet fattening ration (hence, 
feed corn rather freely) than on a narrow 
one; they need nitrogenous matter for 
feather growth and heat producing food 
for sustaiping bodily comfort. Wi 
wheat bran, middlings, beef scrap, eat 
meal, gluten feed, oats, oll meal, sunflower 
seed, and similar feeding stuffs are all good 
during the moulting period. Whichever is 
available in local markets can be selected. 

To determine just how moulting proceeds, 
an experiment was carried on at Cornell 
University (college of agriculture) some 
years ago. White Leghorns were used and 
these were colored blue, red, green and vart- 
ols other colors, so that when new feather# 
came in they could be noticed at once. It 
Was found that the average time required 
for the full moult was 104 days with 3-year- 
old hens, 101 days with’ Zyear-olds and 
eighty-two days with yearlings Kk required 
forty-two days for a body feather plucked 
out to renew itself and somewhat longer for 


a tail feather.

SOME WARNINGS AND POINTERS, 


HE progress of the calf and sometimes 
its very life, depend upon the care it re- 
ceives during the critical period of the 

first few weeks. The following suggestions 
in reply to a subscriber's letter may be of 
assistance to others who have experienced 
difficulties. 
To the Editor, 
Farm and Tractor Section: 

Dear Sir: I would appreciate any infor- 
mation you could give me in regard to rais- 

calves, especially as to their feed. I 

have two fine calves, and can get all the 
skim milk I need at 6 cents a gallon. -I 
have been cautioned not to overfeed them, 
as they were sick at first, but are all right 
now. One was born June ll.and the other 
June 22. Am feeding about two quarts at 
a feeding, three times a day, and giving 
them some bran. They are eating grass 
now. I would like to know how much 
milk they should have and how long they 
would need milk. Would they do as well 
on sour milk as fresh milk?

REPLY. 


You are right to supplement your calves’ 
skim milk with bran and pasture. Calves | 
fed exclusively on skim milk, without | 
roughage or concentrates of any kind, have 
been known to die and will invariably 
make poor progress. 

Calves from three to six weeks old may 
be fed from ten to fifteen pounds of skim 
milk daily, preferably given morning, noon 
and night. (Skim milk weighs three pounds 
to the gallon.) This amount may be in- 
creased gradually to thirty or thirty-five 
pounds until the calf is three months old, 
when the animal may be é@ither gradually 


weaned or fed this same amount indefinite- 
ly. Some farmers prefer, however, to feed 
Only twelve or fifteen pounds of skim milk | 
and increase the grain and roughage in-| 
Stead, especially if little pasture is avail- 
able, and it is desired to fatten the calf for 
beef. In feeding skim milk taken direct 
from the separator it is advisable to remove 
the foam, which has been known to cause 
digestive disturbances. 

While you might seem for a time to get’ 
the same satisfaction from the use of sour 
milk, it is mot to be recommended when 


sweet milk can be obtained. Moreover, it 
is bettor to feod the milk warm if possible. 

It is not a good thing, as a rule, to mix 
bran or grain with the milk, except at the 
beginning, when the calf has not yet learned 
to eat. It is usually a simple matter to 
teach the animal to eat grain by rubbing a 
little of the feed, soaked with milk, on its 
nose and lips. As long as your calves are 
On good pasture they are getting the most 
natural and fattening feed you could give 


them, and it is not necessary to feed much 
grain. 


The bran may be supplemented lat- 
er on by cornmeal, of] meal, ground oats, 
sorghum or some of the cheaper mill feeds 
which may be fed mixed, in a trough or 
box. One-half pound a day each should be 
sufficient for the calves while on grass. 
The amount may be gradually increased 
until the calves are weaned. 

Your trouble with the calves at first may 
have been due to the fact that you started 
feeding them the skim milk too soon. The 
usual practice is to allow the calf to have 
only the first milk (or colostrum) from 
its dam, which is designed by nature to act 
as a laxative, and then to take it away 
from the mother entirely. It is fed the 
first three or four days with whole milk 
from its mother, given in a pail at least 
three times a day. Until the calf is three 
weeks old it should have whole milk, al- 
though not necessarily from its own mother 
after the first few days. This may then 
be gradually diluted until straight skim 
milk is being fed. 

You could keep the calf on skim milk 
for an entire year if desired, although this 
is not necessary. As soon as it is able to 
eat grain and grass readily it may be 
weaned. 

See that the calf has access to salt from 
the beginning. 


There are a number of prepared calf) 


meals on the market, which are fed by 
many farmers with great success, and 
which, being correctly proportioned and 
scientifically “balanced,” are frequently 
considered well worth their somewhat high- 
er cost. You might do well to write to

SOME RABBIT AILMENTS THAT 


YIELD TO SIMPLE TREATMENT. 


BY H. C. DAVIS. 


ISEASES among rabbits are remark- 
D ably rare where proper conditions of 

breeding and care are observed. How- 
ever, the beginner meets with many puz- 
sling ailments in his rabbitry, the cures for 
which are usually very simple when the 
cause is once understood, though the results 
often prove quickly fatal when not rightly 
treated. 

The best general remedy is prevention. 
This. is remarkably easy when the simple 
rules of right care are followed. If rabbits 
are from strong, healthy stock—the first im- 
portant consideration for the prospective 
rabbit grower—little more is necessary to 
insure good health than cleanliness, good 
housing and a well-balanced ration. During 
the process of mastering the small details 
of proper feeding and care, the amateur 
may meet with many difficulties, such as 
“slobbers,” “pot-belly,” sore hocks, 
which are in reality nly the effects of his 
own full la_k of know’ dge, but which must 
be promptiv treated to prevent serious 
trouble ad ‘oss. 

_ Delicacy and lack of thrift in young rab- 
~ts caused by inbreeding or otherwise 
woakened stock, is practically impossible to 
ovcrcome, The only answer is the best pos- 
sible care until a marketable age, when 
Coes as Well as bucks should be disposed of, 
if otherwise healthy. No such animals 
should be reared for brcoding pyrposes. 

DIETARY TROUBLES. 

Most of the common troubles in the rab- 
bitry come from wrong food, and a change 
of diet ig the best remedy. Pot-bellied 
young have often been taken from the 
moter too early and are unable properly 
to digest their food. If constipation is pres- 
ent, a diet of soft foods containing correc 
tive ingredients, together with a judicious 
amount of green stuff which is dry and 
clean, may prove all that is needed. Exer- 
cise is helpful and stock so affected may be 
placed in a large hutch or a runway, some- 
times on the ground, where sunshine and 
exercise often effect a cure. Castor oil ts 
given in severe cases and the rabbit must be 
*kept warm. Peppermint is sometimes given 
where inflation is extrenfe and the rabbit 
is in pain as from colic 


> 
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In cases of diarrhea, dry barley meal is 
sometimes fed, and powdered acorns oF 
toasted bread crumbs In scalded milk may 
check the trouble. Green feeds should be 
discontinued and only dry grains and hay 
fed while the trouble lasts. 

Most forms of boils and sore hocks, also, 
are usually caused from improper diet, espe- 
cially where they can not be charged to lack 
of cleanliness, Too exclusive a diet of dry 
food is sometimes the cause, and carrots 
regularly fed are a good preventive. Sul- 
phur mixed with the food, or fed forcibly if 
necessary, is a blood purifier, and exercise in 
clean quarters should usually be added to 
the treatment. In cases of does that have 
been overworked, a period of rest with 
strengthening food is necessary. 

COLDS FROM DRAFTS. 

Mild cases of “snvfflies” are merely colds, 
and are often caused from drafts. Proper 
housing is the preventive. If sore eyes ac 
company the trouble, bathing them with 
boracic acid in the water is helpful. If ac 
companied with pot-bellied appearance, the 
rabbit should be isolated and watched for 
more serious trouble caused by isternal 
parasites. Strong disinfectants should be 


used where this disease is discovered and 
all affected animals killed unless of especial 
value, when they should be strictly quaran 
tined during treatment. 

Slobbers, another of the dise often 
met where food or conditions of cleanliness 
are not what they should be, can be treated 
with powdered alum or salt well rubbed Into 
the mouth, after which the rabbit is kept 
from food or water for ten or twelve 
hours. Sore ears are common and are 
highly infectious, Olive oil and sulphur will 
effect a cure in one application in mild 
cases, but ears should be watched for a re- 
turn of the trouble. 

Amateur rabbit growers should cultivate 
close observance of the many small details 
of cause and effect in feeding and care, and 
shovld also educate themselves as far as 
possible by the reading of government and 
other authoritative iMterature on the sub- 
ject. In buying books and remedies for rab 
bits, it is wise to get the advice of experi- 
enced breeders. 
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SELECTING SEED 
INCREASES YIELD. 


Selection of seed for the 1919 crop of 
milo maize under the direction of Farm Ad- 
viser C. E, Sullivan is well under way in 
Imperial county. From the 131,000 acres of 
milo fields, those showing exceptionally 
heavy yield and evenness of growth are 
being marked for seed selection. This sea- 
son’s crop shows a remarkable improve 
ment in quality and quantity of grain over 
that of any previous year because of the 
care exercised in seed selection last sum 
mer. 

The plan followed by Mr. Sullivan is this: 
He sends to the notices of flelds 
marked for selection, giving the date on 
which seed selection demonstrations will 
be made. These demonstrations are open 
to all, and are well attended by the Im- 
perial farmers. 

On the date and at the place chosen, the 
farm adviser gathers with his class of farm- 
ers in a field which stands out among other 
fields in the showing of heavy heads, thick 
stand, and availability for cutting. It is 
very important, he says, to get seed from

SAVING OF BURLAP 


The development of California’s first 
stand of Elephant grass ({Napier’s Fod- 
der) which is making prodigious growth 
in the back yard experiment § station 
of Eugene J. Spencer, No, 610 East Fifty- 
fourth street, Los Angeles, is being watched 
with the keenest interest by dairy and 
stock men of the Southwest, as well as by 
government and university authorities, 
among whom is Prof. B. P. Kennedy, head 
of forage crop investigations at the Univer. 
sity of California. Prof. Kennedy is con- 
ducting classes in agronomy in the univer- 
sity summer session, which is being held 
at the Los Angeles High School. He re 
cently took one of his classes on an inspec- 
tion trip to Mr. Spencer’s “farm” in order 
to demonstrate on the ground the marvel- 
ous performance of this newly-introduced 


in Antelope Valley, besides numerous ex- 
perimental plantings throughout Southern 
California from his few original plants set 
out little more than a year ago. 

The first plantings made here were from 
seed obtained from Australia in February, 
1917, only twelve plants having been grown 
from two packages. In June, 1918, three 
canes Were procured by Mr. Spencer from 
Washington. The plants obtained from 
these canes and the twelve seedling plants 
comprised his entire original stock. 

All of these plants were allowed to ma- 
ture, Mr. Spencer continually increasing 
the number by root division. The. canes 
were not cut in the fall, as he intended 
planting his larger acreage in Antelope 
Valley where he felt the winter would be 
too severe for fall planting. He allowed 


MOST IMPORTANT. 


Twenty-one million yards of burlap -—a 
material now .growing scarce because of its 
increased use in trench warfare, food ship- 
ments, and because of reduced importa- 
tions—could be saved if fertilizer deale:s 
would use 200-pound bags instead of the 
more common 100-pound size, it is declared 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Pointing out that the burlap sit- 
uation is steadily growing worse, the de- 
partment makes this suggestion for con- 
serving the supply. The monetary saving 
possible in handling the 3,000,000 tons of 
fertilizers, now shipped in smaller bags, in 
200-pound bags rather than in 190-pound 
sacks would be approximately $4,000,000, it 
is estimated. 

Bags are not only scarce, but the jute 
from which burlap bags are made is im- 
ported from India, and the shortage of ships 
has materially interfered with the supply, 
while the necessity of furnishing bags for 
the army for trench use will further de- 
plete those available. The total amount of 
fertilizer used in the United States annual- 
ly is about 6,000,000 tons and of this at 
least half is being shipped in less than 200- 
pound bags. A shortage of burlap would 
ultimately reflect on such uses as for fertil- 
izers in view of the priority need for food 
containers, and it is held necessary that the 
use of burlap for carrying fertilizers should 
be cut to the greatest possible extent. 

Another way in which burlap can be 
saved is by the use of second-hand bags of 
any size. Many of these are on American 
farms. Dealers in second-hand bags pay 
from 6 to 15 cents each, depending on size 
and condition.

He states 
that no other known forage crop has ever 
produced at the rate now being demon- 
strated by the Elephant grass in this Los 
Angeles yard. After carefully measuring, 
weighing and estimating the yield of Mr. 
Spencer's crop, the professor announces 
that a two months’ growth has produced at 
the rate of sixty tons of green feed to the 
acre for the one cutting. That the future 
outlook for a crop showing such a remark- 
able tonnage, especially one with the high 
feeding value possessed by Elephant grass, 
is a’most inestimable, is freely stated by 
Prof Kennedy.

That quantity of sisal represents the prin- 
cipal supply of fiber needed to manufacture 
binder twine for the grain harvest of 1919. 
To maintain an economical operation of 
twine mills in the United States sisal is 
contracted fpr about a year ahead and is 
manufactured into the finished twine 
throughout the year. By the new arrange 
ments the cost of sisal will be approximate 
ly 16 cents wholesale at gulf ports, com- 
pared with 19 cents per pound for the sisal 
used in making the twine for the present 
harvest. 

Since its early investigations of binder 
twine, which is a vital element in our grain 
harvest, the Food Administration has main- 
tained that the Comision Reguladora of Yu- 
catan must sell its sisal at more reasonable 
prices if it expects to retain this country 
as a large customer. Sisal growers have 
complained, however, of the hirh cost of 
food and supplies which they secure from 
the United States. With the hope of estab- 
lishing a better understanding between Mex- 
ican and American producers the Food Ad- 
ministration proposes an exchange of agri- 
cultural commissions. A commission of 
Mexican farmers has been invited to visit 
the United States and study the production 
and distribution of articles they secure from 
this country.

Reformed Tastes. 


+O THE publishers are groaning again. 
They always used to groan, even in 
peace days. But now they have a real griev- 
ance. For it appears that the public taste 
in novels has changed unaccountably. We 
have lost all interest in the society novel 
of yesterday, those novels that reeked with 
the vapid inanities of the smart set and the 
vicissitudes of the maudlin love slush of 
incredible young men and women. We don’t 
seem to care a hang about introspective sex 
discursiveness, monkey dinners, females 
bent on liberation and self-expression, or 
maudlin heroes passing through brain 
storms. No wonder the “popular” novelist 
of yesteryear is downhearted. He had such 
a wonderful and generous stock of “smart” 
sex slush stored up for us, and we have left 
the stuff a dead weight on his hands. 
“Nothing but virulent war literature hag a 
chance nowadays,” is the wail. We are get- 
ting so practical. We positively decline to 
be interested in the affairs of vulgar people, 
whining aristocrats, sudden fortunes, bril- 
liant young politicians, mercantile Napo- 
leons, or glamourful white slaves. The old 
fashioned heroine of two years ago is a 
mere bore, the ebullient hero must posi- 
tively be in khaki and stand willing to die 
like a gentleman or we will have none of 
him, and as for those sophisticated neurotic 
married experimenters that once held us en- 
thralled through twenty chapters with their 
affairs of the heart—we have positively no 
use for the creatures. 

So actually, you see, we do require a cer- 
tain amount of realism in our novels. We 
at least want the flavor of veracity. While 
the world is soaked in blood and ardor, pa- 
triotierh and sacrifice, we decline to asso- 
slate with maudlin slackers, even in fiction. 
We are very particular about the company 
we keep, these days. We have ideals and 
we are not ashamed of them. Plain living 
ond high thinking is the accepted vogue and 
even in our vacation literature we look to 
associate with food pledge, Red Cross, honor 
flag and Liberty Loan protagonists. 

What incredible people those novels of 
yesteryear portrayed. Quite unthinkable. 
We shudder to think we ever admitted them 
to our interest. And yet--well, there was a 
mighty sale for the messy smart set type of 
novel such a little while ago. We could 
take a passionate interest in the rise of the 
washerwoman’'s daughter to theatrical fame, 
or the mushy sentimentalities of a “genius.” 
But we expect the washerwoman’s daughter 
to shine in a munition factory today, or any 
way trip in a land army uniform, and as for 
the genius, we have firm convictions on the 
subject of “essential trades.” 

And that lovely expensive life of the fic- 
tion novel. How we wallowed in it by proxy. 
Now we read about it with disgust—a rot- 
ten lot of pro-Germans, obviously. Prob- 
ably hoarding food, profiteering, reneging 
on the Liberty Loans, and shirking their 
Red Cross duties. 

Remember how women used to boast of 
their incompetence, boast that they “never 
soiled their hands,” that they did not know 
the first a about cooking, and positively 
could not wear anything but the best quality 
silk stockings because their skin was 80 
delicately sensitive? Remember how men 
used to brag about their peccadillos, their 
drinking bouts, their banquets, their racing 
cars, their epicurean taste in wines and 
cigars, their expensive dinners? All hide- 
ously old-fashioned, hoggishly vulgar today. 
Remember how hostesses used to outdo 
each other in sensational dinner parties, 
wild extravagances, silly entertainments? 
What would happen were such an event re- 
corded today—she would certainly be 
mobbed. 

No, our society queens are making band- 
ages, our self-expression neurotics are doing 
eanteen work in France, our social butter- 
flies are doing farm labor and getting their 
noses and hands bilistered—and. our fast 
young men are either in the army or de- 
ploring the fact that they aren't. Our bril- 
liant young politicians are swatting to make 
the officers’ training camp, and our epicu- 
reans are conserving food.

But above and beyond the thorougf iso- 
lation of Russia just described; in addition 
to stripping the Baltic and Black Sea litto- 
rals from her and apart from the paralyzing 
economic treaties that are crammed down 
her throat, those “I win, you lose’*—loaded 
dice, called “mutual trade agreements:” 
there is still another condition to Russia's 
peace which I call the “joker.” 


T he Canningly-Hidden “ Joker” 
in This Well-Stacked Deck. 


UNNINGLY tucked away toward the 

end of that infamous document ts a 
clause which means next to nothing to the 
casual American reader. It merely stipu- 
lates the ceding by Russia to Turkey of 
the southwestern portion of the Caucasus. 
From Kamchatka to Patagonia the world is 
incensed over the violation of Belgium, 
France and Serbia, but who cares about 
that eoniparatively smal! slice of mountain- 
ous country in far-off Canucasia, on the road 
to Nowhere? Not many—and least of all 
our dilettante Bolsheviki and pacifists. 
These wish to stake theit all, not only their 
fate, but the destiny of the majority of 
Americ@& labor which is opposed to them, 
upon thé same gamble which had its rebuke 
and breakdown at Brest-Litovsk. 


It so happens that that little corner of 
the world cotitains the mines that produce 
an ore very rich in manganese. He who 
would wage the mechanical war of the twen- 
tieth century must have before all else coal, 
iron and manganese. The latter is an alloy 
indispensable to the manufacture of armor 
plate, gun and projectile steel. 

A personal friend of mine in Petrograd, an 
American economist and student af world 
trade movements, has made an exhaustive 
study of Russia's export and import sta- 
tistics. One of the very interesting facts 
whieh his skillful analysis brought to light 
was this: During the year preceding the 
war Germany imported from Russia more 
than two times the quantity of manganese 
that could have been used had it been em- 
ployed to the maximum degree in all of the 
steel produced in Germany. In other words, 
the war lords were rolling up a great sur- 
plus of this vital alloy against the day the 
trap was to be sprung and imports would 
cease. 

Even those fatuous persons who think lit- 
tle and care less about the details of the 
economic foundations which Germany is 
laying for world domination can find some- 
thing of vital human interest in this “joker” 
clause in the Brest-Litovsk treaty. 

This last pound of flesh exacted of Rus- 
sia by Germany, this striv of the Caucasus, 
is likely to become the bloodiest part of the 
whole sanguinary bargain. The native Ar- 
menian population will be put again under 
the Turkish yoke. Refugees from past mas- 
sacres, they fled to the protection of Rus- 
sia, where, after two generations of diligent 
toil, they have resuscitated their all-but-er- 
tinct native culture. I have ridden through 
this country on horse, and the well-ordered, 
prosperous communities buflt up by the Ar 
menians commanded my respect. But now 
they and their farms and vineyards and the 
fruits of their labors are to be exposed to 
the tender mercies of the rapacious Kurd 
and Turk. 

A few German missionaries returning 
from Armenia released to the world the 
story of the Turkish massacres before the 
imperial government finally muzzled them, 
We know now that the Turk, officered by 
the Germans, will solve the Armenian prob- 
lem by annihilating it. There fs no reason 
to suppose that the policy In Armenia prop- 
er will not find its lurid sequel in this latest 
territorial acquisition. Once again the hoary 
peak of Mount Ararat will look down upon 
the smoking embers of human communities, 
yet again the Black Sea winds will bear up 
to its snowy shroud the stench from that

The nations of the world stand embattled 
today against a mortal foe. Out ef the ene- 
my’s own mouth we have convincing evi- 
dence of the fate which awaits us in the 
event of defeat. Long before the world 
was thrust into this maelstrom of blood the 
enemy's greatest spokesmen, from pedant 
to publicist, told a heedless world of its 
destiny while their peopvle, who had failed 
to win their own political freedom, stood 
by in submission. 


We Must Not Let a Cerman Peace 
Suffocate the World. 


HE world its now on the crest of the 

“great divide.” On one side it is con- 
fronted with a Pax Roma, a peace as tran- 
quil as the tomb and as suffocating: Ger- 
man victory. On the other side lies the 
path to a richer, fuller democracy for all 
peoples: Letts, Irish, Finns, Hindus, Alsa- 
tians,. Filipinos, Poles and Armenians— 
German defeat. When the evidence is all 
reviewed, when the trend of popular thought 
and governmental action the world over is” 
studied without passion or prejudice, the 
iesue stands forth clear and the alternatives 
definite. 

It is in this light that the great IF’ which 
stands between Russia and her future as- 
sumes enormous import for all mankind. 
Controlled by a headstrong minority which 
throttled divergent opinion by drastic means 
Russia has parted company with the league 
of western peoples. Tie concomitant re- 
sult has been to throw open the Russian 
treasure house to the arch enemy of all in- 
dividualistic peoples. In their blind hatred 
of capitalism Russia’s present leaders have 
failed to recognize the adamentine residuum 
of democracy inherent in the western de- 
mocracies. Forgetting the lesson of history, 
they now find, with bitter chagrin, their 
country a mainstay of the great autocrat, 
the master of all intellectual “goose step- 
pers.” Whether they continue to spurn us 
or not, Russia's leaders wili sooner or later 
learn that the future of their country is in- 
dissolubly bound up with the fate of all 
free peoples on the western front.

La Fiesta Died Out For 
Lack of New Blood. 


N 1896 ANOTHER Fiesta was held when 

Mrs. Mark Lewis was the queen and Maj. 
Owens grand marshal. There were no par- 
ticular features about this one, nor the next 
when Miss Alexander, niece of John F.

I should like to think, however, that when 
the peace jubilee takes place a monster 
Fiesta will be part of the celebration; that 
if it were possible the famous Caballeros be 
brought to the light again, and the glories 
of the old Spanish days and ancient Chinese 
costumes be once more produced. So far as 
floral processions are concerned those at 
Pasadena on New Year's Day are about as 
fine and elaborate displays as are to be 
seen anywhere in the United States. Every 
year there ig some new feature and each 
succeeding show produces a novelty in both 
design and effect. Still somehow they are 
different, Professional decorators have 
taken the place of willing hands, without 
improving the effect. The horses too, beau- 
tiful high bred creatures that they are, seem 
modernized; the saddles, the riders with 
their top boots and breeches all copied from 
the English are altogether different from the 
air of ancient times that the Spanish-Amer- 
ican participants of La Fiesta produced in 
all their shows and exhibitions. I suppose 
we must bow to the times, but I cannot for- 
get the poetry, grace and color that en- 
veloped the Spanish displays and regret the 
potted stiffness of modern parades with the 
autos and trucks in, place of the dancing 
horses and the floats drawn by Clydesdale 
horses led by grooms in ancient costumes. 
Those were the good old days. 

Next year, 1919, will be the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the first fiesta. It would be 
mighty nice if all those old hard workers 
could get together and have a reunion of 
some sort. Think it over, managers, direc- 
tors and marshals, and see what can be 
done. .

mixtuse is tthen In he fotrm of a dough and 
ready to work. 

The turning of the dough into cakes is a 
combination of skilled humah labor and 
noisy machines. The room where this is 
done has a temperature of 90 deg. It is of 
great size and the noise is so loud that it is 
impossible to make yourself heard. It comes 
from hundreds of shaking tables, each of 
which has on it a tray of little tin pans of 
the size of the chocolate cakes made for the 
soldiers. On each pan is placed a lump 
dough, about as large ag you could hold 
the palm of one hand. It weighs one-eigh 
of a pound. When the tray of pans fs fill 
it is placed on one of these shaking tables, 
and by the vibrations the pans dance up and 
down as though they were mad. The motion 
is such that the dough settles and melts and 
fills the pan, spreading evenly over it. Tt is 
thus molded to shape, and has only to be 
cooled to form the hard cake sent to the 
soldier. 


After cooling, the chocolate 
wrapped and packed up for shipment. This 
is done by girls who seem giad to be doing 
their bit for the war. They wrap each cake 
first in paraffin paper, and then In the fancy 
wrappers made for the purpose. The par- 
affin wrapper bears the code name of the 
girl who does the work. This is in the 
shape of little pin pricks, arranged in such 
a way that each set of holes shows just who 
did the wrapping. It is one of the means 
of protecting the purity of the food sent to 
ovr boys in France. If anything should be 
found wrong with a shipment the name of 
the party who packed up the injurious 
cakes can be easily traced. We have all 
read stories of the attempts to smuggle 
powdered glass or poison of one kind or 
another into the candies intended for 
France, but so far none of these has been 
associated with chocolate.

SUN DRYING FRUIT. 

Sun drying is effective for any region in 
which a rainless season of bright sunshine 
and high temperature regularly occurs. The 
process is simplicity itself; where small 
quantities of products are to be handled, 
all that is necessary by way of preparation 
of the drying floor ig to spread sheets of 
clean canvas, heavy wrapping paper, or mus- 
lin upon the roof of a building or upon the 
floor of a veranda having a southern ex- 
posure, laying strips of lath or boards upon 
the edges of the sheets to keep them in 
place and to form a border. The location 
selected sheuld be well shielded from wind- 
borne dust. 

As the fruit is prepared, spread it thinly 
upon the canvas or muslin, taking care not 
to crush soft berries by unnecessary hand- 
ling, and cover with a sheet of mosquito 
netting, held in place by pins or strips of 
lath to keep insects off the material. For 
handiing large quantities, trays will be 
necessary, but these may be made of light 
boards taken from packing boxes and nailed 
to frames made of lath. The bottom of the 
tray should be solid in order to prevent loss 
of dried material through the cracks, and 
may be covered with a sheet of muslin or 
with wrapping paper to Insure greater clean- 
liness. 


When the tray fg filled, a piece of mos- 


tu place the dry product in smaller bags, 
folding the neck of each over and tying it 
tightly, and to drop a number of these into 
a single larger bag which is in turn tightly 
tied. Such bags may be stored in @tin can 
which has a reasonably tight-fitting lid, but 
if a warm, dry, airy closet or storage room 
is available it is a much better plan to in- 
close them In a larger bag and suspend them 
from the ceiling so that the air may have 
free access to them. 


A Warm Dry Room. 


The room jn which dried materials are to 
be stored must be one which is both warm 
and dry. The ordinary pantry or storeroom 
opening out of the kitchen is not well suited 
to the purpose, for such a room is usually 
kept rather damp by steam from cooking, 
and dried materials readily take up moisture 
which they do not have opportunity to give 
off into drier air. If the hpuse has an airy 
attic which is kept warm by flues from the 
rooms below, it will furnish an ideal place 
for storing dried preducts of all kinds, which 
may be suspended from rafters or stored on 
shelves near the chimney where the heat 
will prevent any serious absorption of mois- 
ture during the winter. For the same rea- 
son, a closet nea: a chimney or radiator in 
a warm room is to be preferred to storage 
in an unheated closet.

SPICED VINEGAR 

One quart vinegar, one-half cup sugar, 
one tablespoon each salt, powdered ginger 
and mustard seed, two tablespoons celery 
seed (crushed,) one tablespoon each of 
whole pepper, cloves, cinnamon and al!- 
spice. 

Mix the cucumber and onfon and sprinkle 
alternate layers with salt, using three- 
fourths cup for whole. Let stand. over 
night. Put peppers into a 45 per cent. brine 
over night. Next morning drain vegetables 
and freshen for one or two hours in clear 
water. 


Put all whole pieces into cheesectoth bag 
except the oelery seed and mustard seed, 
which are put in loose. Add spices to the 
vinegar and boil for five minutes. Drain 
the vegetables well and pour the hot spice 
vinegar over them. Let stand twenty-four 
hours. Pack, distributing the pepper well 
and flattening some of the cucumber slices 
against the face of each jar.

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ORCHESTER (Mass.)—The luxuries 
of peace are the necessities of war. 
This is especially true of our boys in 
the trenches. Under other condi 
tions many of them could get along with- 
out tobacco and sweets. On the battlefields 
they are altnost ag important as food and 
munitions. I write today of one kind of 
sweets which goes over the ocean by the 
millions of pieces. It is the chocolate made 
from cacao beans, flavored with sugar. 
Brig.Gen. L. W. Waller of the United 
States Marine Corps says: “Men can fight 
like the devil on chocolate. And fighting 
men should take it on the march with them.” 
In 1916 there was an examination of cer- 
tain foods for army use, and George Stubbs, 
the government chemist, then estimated 
that one pound of chocolate is equal to four 
pounds of lean beef, as far as heat-giving 
power is concerned. He said it is twice as 
valuable as so much white bread, and fitted 
for the provisioning of large bodies of men. 
Chocolate is well known among the 
armies of Europe. The Germans were using 
it as a regular ration at the time the war 
broke out, and the Austrians had served it 
to their army for five years before that. 
Just now neither country has enough to con- 
tinue the ration. The chief chocolate-pro- 
ducing regions lie outside Burope, and Ger- 


many’s former supply came from tropical re-. 


gions, which belonged to the Allies. She 
imported ninety-six million pounds of the 
beans of which chocolate is made in 1912. 
She has been second among the chocolate- 
eating nations, but her sweet tooth is starv- 
ing today. 


Queen Victoria Sent Chocolates 


to the Soldiers in Africa. 


HE British troops have long appreciated 

the value of chocolate. Thousands of 
cans of it were sent from England to the 
troops during the Crimean war, and when 
the English soldiers were fighting the Boers 
in South Africa Queen Victoria sent each of 
them a gift box of chocolate, so that it ar- 
rived about the ist of January. The wrap- 
per of the box bore a picture of the Queen 
and her signature, above which were the 
words: “I wish you a happy New Year.” 

In normal times the French eat something 
like 60,000,000 pounds of chocolate a year. 
They make an excellent article and much of 
it is supplied to the soldiefs. Napoleon 
bought it for his army, and he and his of- 
ficers are said to have ridden for days on 
horseback without any other food than tab- 
lets of chocolate. Fernando Cortes, the con- 
queror of Mexico, who brought some of the 
first cacao beans to Burope, said that a man 
who drank a cup of chocolate could march 
all day without further nourishment. He 
reported that the drink was made from the 
ground-up seeds of a frvfft that grew on a 
tre@ 

Montezuma was so fond of chocolate that 
he had about 2000 jars made for his house- 
hold. He took the drink smoking hot from a 
golden goblet, sipping it with a spoon of fine 
tortoise shell. The seeds of the cacdo tree 
were so valued by the Aztecs that they used 
them as money, and in some localities a dou- 
ble handful was the price of a slave. Pizarro 
found the incas using the same drink in 
Peru. His soldiers carried the seeds back to 
Spain, and from there the knowledge of the 
new drink spread until it became known 
throughout Europe. Charles II of England 
was fond of it. In his time it was a luxury 
to be enjoyed only by the kings and the 
wealthy, the seeds costing what in the 
money of the present would equal $5 a 
pound. 


Chocolate is now used as a food and drink 
all over the world. The cacao trees which 
produce the chocolate beans are cultivated 
throughout the tropics. Something like 
500,000,000 pounds of them are shipped to 
the markets and consumed in one year. 
We rank first among the consumers, taking 
almost one-fourth of the product. Our im- 
portation amounts o more than a hundred 
million of pounds, or more than five pounds 
per annum for every family in the United 
States. The British use almost as much 
per capita as we do, and until the war 
broke out the Germans were using more 
than the British. Their total imports 
amounted to more than a hundred million 
pounds, one-tenth of which came from the 
German colonies of Samoa, Togo and the 
Kamerun. The balance was from regions 
now at war with the Germans and their 
whole supply has been cut off with the ex-

Germans Will Depend on Allies 
in Future for Their Chocolate. 


HEY have lost their African plantations, 

and after the war is over they wij) 
have to rely upon the mercy of the Allies 
as to whether they drink chocolate or not. 
Today the chief European markets for ca- 
cao beans are Havre and London, the vast 
quantities which formerly went to Hamburg 
now going to them. In the United States 
New York City is the chief place of import. 
The beans are shipped there in bags of 
about two bushels each, an@ are distrib- 
uted to the various chocolate factories here 


and there over the country. The chief sea- 
son for importation i¢ March and April. 

I have seen the ciGdo tree growing in 
many parts of the world. It thrives in most 
countries within twenty degrees of the 
equator, and there are large orchards of it 
in South America, in the West Indian 
Islands, and in Ceylon, Java, Sumatra and 
parts of Africa. One of the largest planta- 
tions that sends cacao to Europe has 100,000 
acres, in which several million trees are 
growing.

I have seen the tree cultivated in Brazil, 
Colombia and Cuba, and have watched men 
gathering the fruit in Ecuador. The cacao 
tree is an evergreen, which seldom grows 
more than fifteen or twenty feet high, and 
which is kept lower by trimming. The tree 
has large glossy leaves, which grow chiefly 
on the ends of the branches, but sometimes 
on the trunk. It has pinkish-white blossoms 
on the trunk and on the main branches. 
The fruit grows on both the trunk and 
the branches, being fastened by short stems 
to the bark. When ripe it is the shape of a 
squash, six or eight or even more inches 
long and six inches thick. It is yel- 
low or reddish in color. It has a thick, hard, 
warty skin, inside which are the seeds or 
beans which form the cacao of commerce. 
The beans are about as big as almonds 
and a little thicker. They are of a light 
brown or tan color. Each bean has a thin 
ehell, inside which is a dark-brown kernel, 
which is more than half fat. It is from the 
kernel that our chocolate is made. There 
are twenty or thirty and sometimes forty 
seeds in one fruit.

high above ground, the fruit being caught 
as it'falls. Later the seeds are taken out, 
dried in the sun and shipped to the 
market. 


I am writing this letter at Dorchester, 
Mass., because here on the Neponset River, 
within six miles of Boston, is the factory 
which is furnishing more chocolate than 
any other to our boys in the trenches. I 
have come here to find out whether the 
supply will be large enovgh to meet the 
demand, and to show you something of 
how the chocolate is made. 

The factory I refer to is one of the larg- 
est of its kind among the older of our in- 
dustrial establishments. It was started 
with the Neponset River water power by 


an Irish immigrant, who had learned how 
to make chocolate in England, and, strange 
to say, it was not far from the site of the 
first powder mill of the colonies. This site 
then contributed munitions for our colo 
nial troops to fight the British. It now 
contributes food for us to fight%side by side 
with them against the Germans and Aus- 
trians. 

The present company owning the mill is 
the outgrowth of one established a year 
before Cornwallis surrendered to George 
Washington at Yorktown, and it has been 
going from that time to this. Its buildings 
now have about eighteen acres of floor 
space, upon which are hundreds of men and 
women making the cakes of eating choco- 
late which are shipped to our soldiers in 
Burope. The factory consists of a num- 
ber of large brick buildings, some of them 
warehouses, filled with thousands of bags 
of cacao beans from nearly every country 
near the equator, and others with chocolate- 
making machinery run by electricity, and 
equipped with the most modern processes 
of turning the beans into the various 
forms of the chocolate of commerce. 


No Foreigners Here—only 
Americans, Irish and Canadians. 

Il came to the factory. Its aromatic 
fumes permeate the surrounding air and 
give you an appetite. It is a clean smell, 
not unlike that of steaming cocoa or the 
sweet chocolate you eat. The factory is 
clean. Many of its operations are like 
those of a grist mill, but the dust is taken 
out by machinery and there is no dirt any- 
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here is from the Cauca Valley, in Colombia, 
and also from Caracas, in Venezuela. The 
latter is used for making cakes for the 
soldiers. These beans have the rosy color 
of the skin of a peanut inside the shell, 
and, biting them open, you see that the 
meat within is a little bit darker. The raw 
beans do not taste much like chocolate. 
They are bitter and oily and have a flavor 
like that of peanuts before they are 
roasted, 


The beans come here in burlap bags of 
200 pounds each and they are carried high 
up in the air above the Neponset River 
from the warehouse to the factory. The 
méans of transport is an electric telfer car, 
which might be compared to a gigantic cash 
carrier. The only difference is that the 
cash carrier takes a box of money the size 
of your fist, while the teffer car picks up 
a bag as big as a flour bafrel and carries 
it through the air to the upper floor of the 
factory. 

The first process of chocolate making 4s 
cleaning the beans. As they come from the 
plantation they have mixed with them 
twigs, leaves and dirt of one kind or an- 
other. Now and then stones get into a bag 
and sometimes tacks, nails, keys and little 
pieces of iron. All of these must be taken 
out by machines which remove every trace 
of foreign matter. One of the processes of 
cleaning is to insure that no bit of iron 
gets into the chocolate. This consists of a 
magnetic belt which passes over the beans 
as they go through the machine. The velt is 
so strongly magnetized that the bits of iron 
fly, up and stick to it, and are swept off 
into a box over which the belt scrapes 
farther on. When I examined the belt it 
had gathered fovr tacks and five nails. I 
took a key out of my pocket and laid it in 
the beans. It jumped to the belt and was 
carried into the box. 


They Are Roasted Like 
Peanuts and Cround Up. 


HB next operation is roasting. The 

cocoa beans are put into great steel drums, 
heated by steam pipes to a temperature of 
260 deg. It takes a half-day to roast them, 
and during this time the drums move slowly 
around, turning the beans over and over and 
keeping them at an even temperature 
throughout. After roasting the skins be 
come loose and much of the bitter flavor has 
been taken away. The effect is much the 
same as in the roasting of peanuts. The 
roasted beans taste a little like burnt cof- 
fee and somewhat like chocolate without 
sugar. They next fall into crackmg ma- 
chines, which break them so thai they look 
much like burnt coffee ground «arse, ex- 
cept that some of the pieces are as large 
as a buckshot. The skins have now become 
broken, and they are carried away by a cur- 
rent of air which passes over the ground 
kernels as they are graded. They fly off in 
a brown snowstorm like the chaff of a 
threshing machine. The machines are so 
finely adjusted that they take only the shells 
and leave evegy bit of the chocolate, even 
the dust. This chocolate is known as choco- 
late nibs. It is now ready to be blendedéand 


The chocolate grains and dust go into 
the grinding machines as dry as powder. 
ou can rub the grains in your hand, and 
ou would hardly imagine that they are 
fully half fat. They contain so much oll 
that they are changed from a solid into a 
liquid by grinding. They are dropped into 
milistones much like the old-fashioned ones 
used in grist mills, and when they flow out 
it is as a thick molasses, the liquid choco- 
late. The frictional heat of the stones and 
pressure have made the chateye.

There would not have been so 
much recrimination had the signatories td 
the treaty represented «a majority of the 
Russian people or had these signatories 
come into power without the adoption of 
force. Nevertheless, after the peace con- 
ference was broken off, the cloven hoof was 
clearly revealed. Germany applied the 
whip, the treaty was signed, and a vast do- 
main entered the Hohengollern maw. The 
Bolsheviki had done precisely as our ex- 
treme Socialists and fatuous pacifists had 
hoped. Russia was first rendered defense- 
less and then the Bolshevik party sued for 
peace on the basis of no annexation, no 
indemnities, and the self-determination of 
all peoples. . When the inevitable com- 
menced to transpire, frantic appeals were 
made to the German Socialists and German 
working classes. But the Bolsheviki found 
themselves addressing a nation gorged 
with a cheap victory, a people with whom 
nothing has ever succeeded quite as wel! as 
success, A few feeble protests were heard 
in the Reichstag, but as compared to the 
*great German chorus of assent they were 
like the chirping of a sparrow. 

The Bolsheviki spurned all association 
with the western democracies because the 
latter were not as politically advanced in 
fact as were Lenine and Trotzky in theory. 
Withdrawing from the league embattled 
against the common invader, they now pro- 
pose to build up a great free state next door 


freedom’s mortal enemy. 


Not only this, but they hope to do so, hav- 
ing surrendered willy-nilly Russia's greatest 
natural resources into that enemy’s hand. 

Beginning at the north, Finland ts gone, 
today no more than a Germany Duchy. The 
German army has seen to it that the new 
frontier between Finland and Russia lies 
far enough east to give Germany the newly- 
finished Murman Railway running from Pet- 
rograd north to the new open port of Kola 
on the Arctic Ocean. 

Next in turn comes the string of Baltic 
provinces, Esthonia, Livonia, Courland and 
Lithuania, including all the Baltic seacoast 


and the vital ports of Revel, Riga and Li 
bau, Here the “Soviets” or local peoples’ 
councils have received short shrift from the 
invader. The promised plebiscites have 
never come off, and public demonstrations 
have been rigorously quelled. But the Ger- 
nian Minister of Foreign Affairs has, with 
a grandiloquent gesture, given the world 
the crowning tragi-comic farce of the war. 
The great German land barons of the Baltic 
provinces, always stout supporters of the 
Czar’s regime and ablest exploiters of the 
native tenant population, have memorialized 
the German governmert. They have sent to 
Berlin formal petitions expressing the unan- 
fmous desire of the Baltic peoples to be 
incorporated as autonomous units in the 
German Empire. 

I know some of those land barons. I have 
taken relief from the Embassy to them in 
remote interior villages where they had 
been sent as enemy aliens by the Russian 
government. I have heard them exult over 
the trend of Russian affairs after the revo- 
lution, swearing that their estates along 
with their Lettish or Esthonian peons would 
remain under the German scepter for all 
time. 


Now the whole countryside is being cul- 
tivated as never before, the mills are hum- 
ming with awakened industry. But at the 
factory gates are men in fleld-gray uniforms 
with rifles and bayonets. These are the 
good German Socialists that were going to 
rise with the Bolsheviki and disarm their 
imperial master. Where is the four or six- 
hour day and twenty roubles per diem; 
where the workmen’s committee to control 
the mill and adjudicate all questions; where 
the frequent holidays and interminable dis- 
cussions about workers’ rights? The mid- 
summer's dream of 1917 has vanished in 
thin air, its unsubstantial joys have evan- 
esced. 


All of Poland can be passed with a word. 
Her prostrate ignominy has been familiar 
to the world these three years now. The 
deportation of men en masse to do the 
enemy's war work, the eviction of families 
and public executions, have nauseated all 
but the “kultured” part of the world. Po- 
land, like Belgium, raped, hamstrung and 
quartered, stagnates in her stinking purga- 


tory awaiting the final arbitrament of man- 
kind on the western front. 

Following the compass around we come 
to the Ukraine, or “Little Russia,” now that 
unsexed plastic mass, lying In the palm of 
the “mailed fist.” It is useless to wail that 
the Ukrainian bourgeoisie sold out the coun- 
try to Germany. The general dissolution 
and disorganization here as elsewhere had 
its inception in the uncompromising intoler- 
ance of the Bolshevik leaders, who thrust 
out the other factions of the Social Demo- 
cratic party and moderate Socialists along 
with the liberal and conservative elements, 
Thig autocratic intolerance along with ex- 
cesses, the dispropriation of chattel as well 
as real property and insecurity to life, pre- 
pared the way for the separatist movements 
to gain momentum. German intrigue skill- 
fully wove its slimy skein through the me- 
lee and the trick was turned. 


Now the great Donetz basin, the Penn- 
sylvania of Russia, containing almost all 
the coal and iron deposits, has passed into 
the German bag, not to mention the great 
furnaces and foundries of the Ekaterinos- 
slav and Kharkov districts. The great ports 
of Odessa, Sebastopol and Kherson, dry 
docks, navy yards, fleet and all, are now in 
German hands. The great beetsugar and 
grape districts of Podolia, Bessarabia and 
the Tauride are now part and parcel of the 
one monstrous hegemony that sprawls west- 
ward over Europe, down to within thirty- 
five. miles of that lighthouse of the world, 
Paris. 

The Black Sea bids fair to become liter- 
ally a German lake, and whether Rumania 
and the Caucasus survive with a quasi- 
autonomy or not ,their future will always 


be under a cloud with Germany standing 
athwart the Dardanelles.

do-peace, throngs of German commercial 
agents are passing gleefully through the 
Prostrate provinces. The way in the wil- 
derness of internecine strife has been pre- 
pared by their precursors, the German po 
litical agents previously mentioned. They 
are already im Central Asia trying to cor- 
mer the crop of Turkestan cotton. They 
have penetrated the Ural Mountains where 
they will unlock nature’s vast stores of 
minerals, especially platinum, of which Rus- 
sia contributes 95 per cent. of the world’s 
production. This is of especial interest 
when we realize that every German torpedo 
and every German airplane requires a cer- 
tain amount of platinum. 


ERHAPS those Americans who are un- 
familiar with geography can best vis- 
uatize ‘he crime committed upon Russia un- 
der the guise of a “peace treaty” by the 
following illustration. Imagine the United 
States and Canada as one country; Russia, 
Imagine to the south of us the most power- 
ful, closely-knit military power the world 
has ever seen; Germany. Now imagine, if 
you can, a political party representing only 
a fraction of the population, gaining con- 
trol of-eur government and signing the fol- 
lowing terms of peace with our mortal ene- 
my: Labrador, Newfoundland, Nova Sco- 
tia, all of the Atlantic and Guif States 
around to the Mexican border, to be ceded 
unconditionally to the enemy. Coming in- 
land, the enemy would take the Middle 
Western States as far as Indiana, including 
nearly all our coal and iron deposits and 
more than one-third of our agricultural and 
dairy districts. To comolete the simile, im- 
gine only one single-track railway from 
Chicago to the entire Pacific Coast. Now 
what does Germany leave us for ports? 
She leaves us Fort Churchill on Hudson 
Bay, open a few months in the summer, and 
a long and unprofitable route to the outside 
world. That corresponds to Archangel, Rus- 
sia’s port on the White Sea. 
Now imagine the Gutf of St. Lawrence 
closed by ice except for six warm montlis.

“In a recent survey of West Virginia, I 
had no difficulty in obtaining morphine pre- 
scriptions from physicians. There was not 
the slightest examination made. While 
some physicians are acting in good faith in 
prescribing for drug addicts, most of them 
are acting unscrupulously for profit, and 
without any consideration for the welfare 
of the public or the addict. | : 

_ remedy for the drug evil is educa- 
tioffal and legislative. Mothers must be 
taught. The great American nation must 
learn to stop drugging itself. The people 
must be taught that health is best main- 
tained by right living.” 

A statement was recently made by a Sec- 
retary of Agriculture that there were about 
4,000,000 drug addicts or ‘“‘dope flends” in 
the United States. This is doubtless an ex- 
aggeration, but that there Is an alarmingly 
large number of these unfortunates admits 
of no doubt. 


Prohibitionists, who would prevent a man 
from drinking a glass of claret or beer, 
should turn some of their activities to these 
deadly habit-forming drugs, the effects of 
which are far worse than those of alcohol. 
A drunkard may be and often is reclaimed, 
a drug fiend seldom. A drug addict will do 
anything to obtain his favorite dope, some- 
times even resorting to robbery or murder.

better, and there are no evil after effects. 
Massage is often sufficient. The medical 
profession furnishes more than its propor- 
tion of drug addicts. They know the danger 
of the drugs, but familiarity breeds con- 
tempt. If the public but knew how many 
of these advisers, who should always be 
clear-minded, are befuddled by drugs, there 
would be a great awakening. One eminent 
physician who has now been in practice 
about forty-five years and has had much ex- 
perience with drug addicts, has said that 
according to his observations about one 
physician in four contracts the drug habit. 
1 believe this its exaggerated, but I am ac- 
quainted with a number of physicians who 
are addicts.” 

To these remarks of Dr. Alsaker I add 
that I know medical men who will not ad- 
minister morphine, or, other habit forming 
anesthetics, except In cases of most ex- 
treme pain, or when relaxation for exami- 
nation or operation is necessary. Unfortu- 
nately, these conscientious physicians are 
it: a minority. Therefore there must be leg- 
islation to forbid these harmful practices. 

Thefe is only one way to cure a drug 
habit, whether it is opium, alcohol, nicotine, 
cafein or what not. All so-called drug cures 
of drug habits are fallacious. They are 
either harmful or useless, or at thé best 
temporary in effect and often the cure is 
worse than the’ disease. 

To cure a drug habit there must be elimi- 
nation and alimentation—elimination to get 
rid of the poison in the system and alimen- 
tation to feed the nerves and remove the 
craving. Not alimentation by feeding stimu- 
lating foods, like eggs and meat and milk, 
that make matters worse, but by natural 


stuff and fruits. 
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radishes and cabbage. It is especially rich 
in fron, of which it contains more than any 
of the vegetables named. 

A salad of lettuce, cucumbers and toma- 
toes, with cream cheese or grated nuts, with 
or without a sliced apple, is an eéx- 
cellent meal.

OS ANGELES residents, having over- 
come the feverish excitement of the 
real estate boom in ‘87, began to 
realize that something should be done 

to attract the attention of visitors, and also 
to give some recreation and diversion from 
the humdrum of business. People had be- 
gun to think that climate, speculation in 
real estate and growing oranges were 
about al) that we had to offer, and that 
these could not be used as an attraction 
any more. 

The Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, and other societies, rep- 
resentative of wideawake business men, 
and those who had the city at heart, got to- 
gether, and in 1894 formed an association to 
carry out some plan of festival that would 
be purely Southern Californian in character; 
one that would keep eastern visitors here 
longer than usual, and bring outside towns 
closer to the hub. 

The result was that a gala week was de- 
cided upon. Processions and displays were 
to be held, and as nearly as possible a full 
week's holiday was to take place. Every- 
one was enthusiastic, and all wiHingly helped 
in the way that all in Los Angeles always 
do help, and by working together make a 
success of what they undertake. 

Mr. Max Mayberg was appointed director- 
general, with Adolphe Petsch and F. W. 
Wood as aids. The committee was com- 
posed of T. A. Eisen, H. W. Frank, C,. 8. 
Walton, H. B. Belt, T. A. Gardner, L. Loeb, 
Frank C. DeConti, F. Van Vieck, Capt. H. 
Steere, W. H. Fuller, F. J. Thomas, John 
Kabn, M. H. Newmark, Col. F. G. Teed, 
Hancock Banning, Maj. A. W. Barrett, M. L. 
Stern, Maj. M. T. Owens, 8S. P. Hunt, F. 8S. 
Sloan, S. J. Salkey, D. K. Trask, D. A. Wat- 
son, LeRoy D. Brown, W. C. Bluett, J. W. 
A. Off, Maj. W. C. Furrey, J. T. Seward, H. 
T. Hazard, Dr. LeMoyne Wills, H. Jevne, 
H. Lichtenberger, J. O. Koepfii, Prof. Wil- 
hartitz, R. W. Pridham and L. F. Vetter. 

This large committee did heroic work, 
outlined ‘the programme, gave each one 
some particular work, and raised sufficient 
funds to finance the proposition, with the 
result that April 10, 11, 12, 13, 1894, were 
days set aside for universal recreation and 
days of festivity. Upon the first day, that is 
Tuesday, April 10, a. parade was held in 
which N. A. Covarrubias was grand marshal 
on a magnificent black charger, with heavy 
silver trappings. The usual number of aids 
helped. 

A grand stand was formed on Hill street 
Letween Fifth and Sixth streets in the park, 
and here Mrs. Ozro W. Childs, as queen, sat 
in regal splendor, surrounded by a bevy of 
young and beautiful ladies in full court 
dress. In the procession there were floats 
representing different scenes in the early 
history of the gountry, “The Old Mis- 
sions,” “Products of the Soil,” “Landing of 
Cabrillo,” “Mining Days,” etc. 


Even then Real Estate Agents

HE real estate operators had a float 

called “The Boom of °86,” in which 
many of the hard worked fraternity sat with 
fishing poles with bait to catch the suckers.

ever. 

Then, on Wednesday, we had a night pa- 
rade, illuminated floats, military companies, 
Irdians, secret societies, 300 bicycles deco- 
rated with lanterns, ending up in a sort of 
carnival on Broadway, with confetti throw- 
ing and screech horns. 

Thursday was children’s day, when all the 
school children marched and sang patriotic 
songs. James A. Foshay was the marshal 
and helped lead the songs with his fine 
voice. 

But Friday was the climax. That “was 
floral and military day with beautiful floats, 
profusely decorated, National Guards, the 
Naval Reserve from San Diego and San 
Pedro, fire department and so on. The dis- 
play of flowers was immense, and the taste 
shown in the decorations exceptionally ar- 
tistic. The windup of the week was the 
ball held at Hazard’s pavilion in the evening 
of Friday the 13th of April.

masked and when the ball commenced at 8 
o'clock, the royal court led the way in a 
grand march. Unmasking took place at 10 
o'clock and general dancing was carried on 
until the early morning. 

All sorts of funny things happened at the 
ball, but one in particular I remember. 
Some manufacturer of a chewing gum was 
advertising his wares about this time in 
Los Angeles, and had half a dozen very 
pretty girls in attractive blue dresses with 
short skirts, walking about the streets dis- 
tributing the gum; they were generally 
known as the gum girls, and as I have said 
were quite attractive. 

Some young blood conceived the idea that 
to go as a gum girl to the ball would be fun, 
s0 promptly hired one of the giris’ costumes 
for the occasion. Being so stuck on his 
bright idea, he was foolish enough to boast 
of what he had done. The consequence was 
all six of the girls’ costumes were secured, 
and there on the floor were six gum girls in 
place of one, ard all had the time of their 
lives. But when the unmasking took place, 
they had all sneaked away, and very few 
ever knew who the boys were who played 
the hoax. The committee for this first 
masked ball was composed of Louis F. Vet- 
ter, John W, A. Off and Frank J. Thomas, 
who were roundly applauded for the success 
they had accomplished. 

The following year, 1895, another gala 
week was had, La Fiesta opening with a 
flourish on Monday, April 15, principally 
with music by massed bands. Some new 
blood was infused in the directory by Mr. 
K. H. Wade joining, also I. H. Dockweililer, 
L.. EB. Mosher, J. H. Peck, Fred K. Rule, Col. 
Schreiber, Dr. E. W. Fleming, H. T. Ander- 
son, William Rommel, T. B. Burnett, Col. 
J. B. Lankershim and John T. Griffith. 

Mrs. Modini Wood was selected as queen. 
and was magnificently costumed in regal 
robes, her personality and commanding 
presence greatly adding to the dienity of 
the occasion. Then, of course, there were 
many of ladies in waiting, all handsomely 
gowned. 

Mr. Fawcett Robinson of Chicago came 
t« superintend the building and decorating 
of floats and was most successful in his com- 
binations of color, light and general ef- 
fect. One of the features of this fiesta was 
e night parade of Goats illuminated by elec- 
tric lights, something entirely different from 
what we had seen before, and the praise 
given was loud and hearty. 

The first day parade was held on Tues- 
day, April 16, 1895, Mr. R. W. Pridfiam 
acting as grand marshal with Gen. John- 
“stone Jones as chief of staff. There was 
the usual number of floats, possibly more 
than usual, as there were no less than 
twenty especially designed ones, added to 
which were some fifty more advertising 
wagons and floats, all highly decorated, and 
iNustrating special work or trade 


The one great division, though, was 
headed by J. C. Cline, now sheriff here, and 
contained the great Troop of Caballeros, 
never equalled before or since. The troop 
was composed of the younger element of 
Los Angeles families, who had grown up 
from youth among the early California 
families. I have been trying to remember 
who they all were and unfortunately have 
nothing but memory to help me, but the 
Fannings, Walter Vail, Schumachers, Clines, 
Dominguez, Archie Freeman, Guy Long- 
street, Andrew Jaughin, J. H. Dodson, John 
Chapman, tle Lopez, Lugo and Watson 


families, Fred Mellus. Martin Aguirre, 
James Winston, William Hammel, all 
helped. The costumes have never been 


equalled. All were gorgeous black and red 
velvet, slashed with gold and silver braid 
and had solid silver trappings. There were 
Mexican_sombreros with exaggerated silver 
and gold tassels, the horses that shone like 
satin and danced like professional experts. 
All entered into the spirit of La Fiesta, and 
received salvos of shouts and clapping of 
hands all along the line.

HERE all the horses came from, ! 

never knew, but they were the pick 
of their kind, and their riders knew how to 
ride, and how to show off their steeds with- 
out cruelly spurring and throwing them on 
their haunches.

In this parade I was marshal of a division 
of blooded horses and Shetland ponies, rid- 
ing my sorrel horse Dandy, a son of Hoch 
Hoehing. E. J. Baldwin sent in some of his 
choice stallions led by grooms, also some 
brood mares and race horses. Ed Geers 
had some famous trotters and pacers in 
line, greatly helping the display. 

The prettiest sight though, was that made 
by boys on Shetland ponies. Some of them 
were only little tots, but drilled up to the 
notch. Bradner Lee’s youngest boy led the 
procession on a small white pony only a few 
feet high; George Keating was in the line; 
Frank Simpson had two ponies there, one 
ridden by his son and the other by a friend;

It was 
considered miraculous that a huge stone 
vhich hit her on the head at Jargeau had 
not hurt her. .A very extraordinary happen- 
ing has been Joan's leap, possibly with the 
ald of a rope, from the tower of Beaurevoir, 
believed to be sixty feet in height. Disobey- 
ing her voices who told her not to do it, she 
undertook this means of escape, but no bone 
was broken. She related the details in her 
trial, denying that she had broken her pa- 
role, as ste had given no promise not to at- 
tempt to escape. 

The doctors and masters on May 19 pro- 
rounced what is known aa the first sentence 
delivered under the head of twelve articles 
dealing with the devgtish spirits entertained 
by Joan; the leap ffom the tower, pro- 
nounced to be cowardice; despair and sul- 
cide and an error from the faith touching 
the doctrine of free will: and thus through 
the list of signs, etc., designated as lies, or 
idolatrous or heretical. 


On May 24 Joan was placed on the scaf- 
fold, dressed as a man, beside the learned 
divine who was to attack her in her ser- 
mon. Joan replied to the charges and ap- 
pealied to the Pope and to God. She refused 
to recant and the preacher then began to 
read one of the two sentences prepared in 
advance for her, one in case she repented, 
the other handing her over to the secular 
arm for punishment. 


The executioner was waiting with his cart 
end the Lord Bishop had already read most 
of the sentence of excommunication when a 
riot or tumult arose, apparently following a 
ery from Joan that she was willing to obey 
the church. She signed the paper with a 
cross but smiled as she pronounced the 
necessary words in a peculiar manner. 
This was the only hour of wavering, the 
lone, uncomforted girl wags soon reconciled 
to her saints, conquering her horror of the 
form of death. 


Church Betrayed Joan After 
She Declared Her Faith. 


GREAT crime was now committed, it 

being the duty of the clergy to put her 
in a dungeon of the church; she, the repent- 
ant daughter of the church, must be allowed 
an expiatory prison and punishment. I[n- 
stead of that, she was released to laymen 
and denied the guidance of Mother Church. 
Her first cry was, “Now, you churchmen, 
take me to your prison. Let me be no 
longer in the hands of the English.” 

The Lord Bishop’s order was “Take her 
back to the place whence you brought her.” 
She was carried back to her place in the 
tower by the soldiers, but even yet she prom- 
ised to wear Woman's dress, and to have her 
head shaved. The next day there were ru- 
mors that she had relapsed and had re- 
sumed man's clothes. Her guards had re- 
placed her page's dress in a bag where she 
could get it on purpose to bring about her 
aeath. 

The Inquisitor found her in tears, her face 
disfigured by anguish, and she formed him 


the Maid through her final prayers, and the 
clergy, all weeping, hurried from the scene 
which it was not within their province to 
witness. 

It was customary for the executioner 
mercifully to smother the victim with 
smoke first, but he was terrified on this oc- 
casion and the plaster was in his way, so 
that the words of Lewell best conclude the 
story of the martyr: . 

“Far in front the cross stands ready dnd the 
crackling fagots burn, 

While the hooting mob of yesterday in silent

To glean up the scattered ashes into His- 
tory’s golden urn.” 


In July, 1456, the Pope revoked the sen- 
tence passed on Joan and the church ac- 
cepted her divine inspiration. This trial of 
rehabilitation was brought about by the 
wish of the King, who for selfish reasons 
alene did not wish it to ~he said that a 
witch had crowned him. The mother and 
brothers of Joan brought the suit asking 
for a rejudgment. 

In 1993 a proposal was made that she be 


‘canonized by the church and in 1994 the 


Pope publicly gave her the designation Ven- 
erable and in 1908 the decree of beatifica- 
tion was given by the Vatican. 

After the death of Joan this war went 
slowly on, but the expression of the English 
soldier, ‘“‘We have burned a saint,” was pro- 
phetic of the new French nation born 
through the agony of the martyr. Of all 
the land that England had held in France, 
including that part of the southwest which 
had been Lnglish for 300 years, only Calais 
was left to her. 

Wonderful, wag the life of the Maid of 
Orleans and wonderful were the things 
which survived her life even to this day

tinued Priesman. “They refused to give us 
food. They put tourniquets on our arms 
and legs and pulled them tight until the 
flow of blood gwas checked and our limbs 
became numb. They tied us up by the hands 
above so that we hung free with our feet 
five or six inches above the floor of the hull. 
Then we were prodded and jabbed and suf- 
fered other indignities too revolting to men- 


tion. But I thought of my poor brother and — 


gritted my teeth. And I thought of my 
country and made up my mind the Germans 
would find nothing yellow about me. They 
Zot no information from us. 

“After two nights and three days of this 
kinds of life, while the U-boat was cruising 
about looking for prey or lying in wait at 
night listening for approaching ships, the 


“submarine put into port. We were kept 


below decks, not knowing where we were 
untillanded and taken to the German bar- 
racks. It was not long before we learned 
that we were in the port of Ostend, before 


the war a famous Belgian watering place, 
but now one of the U-boat bases. 

“We were subjected to the worst kind of 
treatment. American and Allied 
brought in were left without ,

and ‘throw the English swine back where - 


they belonged.’ All this time I was suffer. 
ing from the wound in my leg, but eom- 
pelled to serve their food and black their 
boots and clean the mud off their uni- 
forms. 


“It was on the night of March 13 that we 
made our getaway. Part of our menial jobs 
in Ostend was the care of the clothing of 
the German officers, as I said before, and so 
it was possible in the course of our more 
than two months’ imprisonment to smuggle 
into a hiding place complete German outfits. 
We had seven of them. Because of our 
close contact with the Germans in their 
mess halls we knew what was going on all 
the time.

“But I never spoke a word of German 
while I wag in Ostend, for the reason that 
the Germans have a fashion noweof splitting 
the tongues of American soldiers or sailors 
who can speak German. I was put wise to 
that soon after | arrived in Ostend, and so 
made no break that would have cost me my 
tongue. 


Stole the Plans from Under Pillow

sé] T IS not permitted me to tell you all 

that happened in connection with the 
plans of Ostend that we carried to London. 
But let me hint rather broadly just how it 
worked out by saying that one of our party 
watched hig chance while a high German 
officer was sleeping, and stole from under 
his pillow a wallet containing very imporant 
papers concerning the defenses of Osien* 
and itg general line of operations. Maybe 
this full story will come out some day—-! 
can’t tell it all. 


“At any rate, on the night of March 153, 
when we made our breakaway, we dressed 
in German uniforms and boldly set forth out 
of Ostend. Sentries? Of course, but the 
way we walked right up to them took them 
off their guard. That was once I spoke in 
German. When they started to ask ques- 
tions, for passes and passwords, we let them 
have it. Two sentries were killed in that 
getaway and I think several others are 
loitering somewhere itn a hospital, or a 
rest sanatorium. 


“It's a long, ugly story that trip from 
Ostend to England, and I'm not going into 
all the details. We got there, and that's 
what counts.

“My brother and I were in the same gun 
crew. We were assigned last: fall to the 
Arcadia and made a number of trips over 
there. On our last trip in November we 
had taken over 500 Red Cross nurses, and 
landed them safe, too. It was on the return 
trip that they got us off Brest, France. 

“Without warning we were torpedoed 
about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. There 
wasn't a sign of the submarine at the time, 
but we took a good look all around hoping 
to sight her periscope and give her a shell 
or two before we went down. The Arcadia 
was hit hard and began to go down imme- 
diately. She only stayed up eight minutes 
after that shot. The torpedo landed pretty 
well amidships and went right through her.

66 LEVEN of our crew were lost in the 

explosion. They never had a chance 
for their lives at all.

“Everybody was ordered aboard the U-boat 
civilians and American gunners,” cont‘nued 
Priesman. “And then, one by one, the Huns 
scuttled every single one of our lifeboats. 
They shot holes through them until they 
filled and sunk. Only one smal! liferaft 
was left floating. Every one of us was 
searched, our arms, papers and private ef- 
fects taken from us. Tho bullying Germans 
elbowed and pushed ug about like so many 
cattle. 

“Hoping against hope, I scanned the sea 
furtively in every direction about the U-boat, 
thinking possibly my brother might bave 


been only slightly injured and would come | 


to the surface. But not a trace of him. 
He’s gone, and he was cruelly murdered in 
as dastardly a crime as ever was com- 


-mitted. 


“Next the Germans ordered all the Amer- 
jean gunners below. We didn't move fast 
enough to suit them, and as I lowered away 
through the forward 
hatch a German fist 
caught me full on the 
jaw and knocked me 


below. For a few 
ninutes 1 was out com- 
pletely, and when ' 


came to we were be- 
low, lying about like 
so many cattle. The 
conning tower had 
been closed and the 
U-boat was in motion.

There were about fifty 
of them, all told, out 
there alone, with the 
U-boat gathering speed 
and departing from the 
scene of the Arcadia’s 
andoing. 

“Can you tmagine 
what followed? For 
about two miles the 
U-boat tore along the

How do I know that we 
submerged’? For the

“Through the drum- 
head mirror, when it 
came my turn, I could 
see the U-boat slowly 
settling im the water.

“The German commander became in- 
censed at my silence, and with a terrific 
smash full in the face knocked me back 
against the control levers that operate the 
submerging, or ballast, tanks. I crumpled 
up on the floor and while I was down a 
German ‘unteroffizier’ kicked me several 
times im the face with his heavy boot. All 
my front teeth were knocked out.”

The people of Rheims and hess of 
Troyes were hostile to the Dauphin and 
recognized only the English Henry VI as 
their king. Arrived before Troyes, the mili- 
tary leaders seemed to break down in their 
plans. Either to pass by the defiant city 


er to halt for a siege promised disaster. 
Joan with great confidence proceeded to 
terrorize the people by her energy. She 
worked all night, organizing supplies of 
fagots and materials for storming the 
people scurried into the 
churches hopeless, for they saw in the early 
morning “a slim figure in white armor with 
a patch upon the shoulder where the arrow 
had found its way at Orleans.” They heard 
a girl's voice crying “A l'assault!"” and saw 
her sign of throwing fagots into the fosse. 
The citizens waited no longer but sent to 
ask for terms. Many other cities and 


castles followed the submission of Troyes 
and on July 17 amid a great bilare of trum- 
pets, the King was crowned and anointed 
in the cathedral of Rheims. 

Many persons wept on seeing the Maid 


kneel at the feet of the King. Her speech 


was very devout: “Gentle King, now is ac- 
complished. the will of God who decreed 
that I should raise the siege of Orleans and 
bring you to this city of Rheims to receive 
your solemn sacring, thereby showing that 
you are the true King and that France 
should be yours.” In less than three 
months the peasant girl had brought to pass 
all her dreams. 

“The shadow had already begun to g0 
back on the dial. She was no more to be 
accepted and trusted.” The final and full 
deliverance of France which she foretold 


wished with her energy and unflagging pur- 
pose to march at once on Paris but a “peace 
offensive” put forth by the Duke of Bur- 
gundy caused Charles to dally, the Duke 
vsing the time to strengthen Paris. 


Rheims and Soissons Were Then 
Threatened by the Enemy. 


INALLY the King, “dragging with him 
the despairing Maid,” started southward 
towards the Loire. Joan wrote a note to 
Rheims, dated on the “Paris road,” in 


which she promised that she would never 
desert the cities of Rheims, Soissons and 


others then in danger from the Burgun- 
dians. 


She saw the danger of the truce with Bur- 
gundy but she could not save the King 
against hig will. While riding in this cam- 
paign of retreat between the Archbishop of 
Rheims and Dunois, the commander at Or- 
leans, she expressed a wish to be buried in 
the country around Crepy. The Archbishop 
inquired, “Jeanne, in what place do you 
expect to die?” 

“Where God pleases, I know not the hour 
or the place any more than you know. And 
would that it were God's pleasure that I 
might now lay down my arms and go back 
to serve my father and mother, in keeping 
their sheep with my sister, and my brothers 
that would be right glad to see me.” For 
more than a year “she had been fighting 
against the disbelief and the silackness of 
men; her will was perhaps the greatest 
marvel among the many marvelous endow- 
ments of this girl of 17.” 


After the short truce was over, in August, 
the Maid and the King gained some cities, 
Compiegne, Beauvais, and others which 
were never lost and which greatly endan- 
gered Paris, still held by the English. The 
King now entered into a series of negoti- 
ations, offering the Duke of Burgundy con- 
cessions with the object of separating him 
from the English cause.

Joan remained with the army; Charlies 
desired her to do so, his peculiar diplomacy® 
being evidently based on the idea that she 
could be set aside but must be within reach 
ac she might prove useful again. He was 
false to her In the siege of Paris in which 
she was wounded. After the failure at 
Paris, the King disbanded his troops. The 
military controversies over the siege of 
Paris make the story an involved narrative, 
and the whole is summed up best as fol- 
lows: 


“It was not the wont of the Maid to watcle 
a battle from the rear. She bore her 


standard through the first dry moat, and 
plumbed the water moat with her lance 
under fire.” (The depth of water was fre- 
‘quently changed by the engineers of the 
defense.)

ten through the thigh. Undaunted, unweak- 
ened, she cries on the men. History shows 
no other such picture.” The next day came 
orders from Charles that Joan must return 
to St. Denys, and when she and the other 
leaders planned to continue the effort in a 
new way, they found Charle& had destroyed 
the bridge which they must use to cross 
the Seine. Later in the autumn of this year 
Joan went into Normandy to assist D’Alen- 
son and won a success at St. Pierre. The 
French retired from the walls, leaving the 
Maid standing alone, and when D’Aulon 
vent back for her, she said, “I am not 
alone, but have 50,000 of my own to help 
me.” At the same moment she called for 
fagots to bridge the moat, and the town 
was taken. “She did not ask the viewless 
50,000 t@ bridge the moat, but if she saw a 
vision of angels, she was awake to the fact 
that angels are not sappers and miners.” 
In December she returned to the court 
and she and her family were ennobled, with 
the new surname of Du Lis. In the follow” 
ing spring she rode away on her last, fatal 
campaign to defend Compiegne against the 
Duke of Burgundy. During Easter week 
for the first time her voices gave no warlike 


. commands, warning her that hefore Mid- 


summer Day she would be captured. From 
this time the Maid pleaded with her saints 
that she might be slain in battle rather 
than be taken prisoner, begging piteously 
for instant death. 

In September she had, following the 
failure at Paris, hung her armor in the 
cathedral of St. Denys before a statue of 
Our Lady, where it wag taken by the 
enemy. The famous mystic sword she had 
hidden or disposed of in some way which 
she would not disclose at her trial. She 
had taken a new Burgundian blade in its 
place as if in anticipation of capture. 
Strangely, too, her treasured standard, 
which she carried in her right hand, her left 
holding the reins of her horse, was not 
taken with her at Compiegne. 


Even Her Enemies Paid 
Tribute to Her Bravery. 


ARLY in the morning of May 24 the 

Maid rode out at 
overlooking from a paved causeway built - 
through marshy land the village of Margny 
when the small party was charged by the 
Purgundians. Twice Joan charged and 
drove them back but the third time she, 
with her brothers and the faithful D’Aulon,. 
was forced into the meadow, and dragged 
from Wer horse by an archer. Burgundians 
paid noble tributes to her courage—‘“the 
most valiant of her band, she did deeds be- 
yond tho nature of women and so ended her 
last day under arms.” 


She refused to give the customary promise 
not to attempt to escape, hoping for the 
immediate death that ordinarily followed in 
such cases. She was to live through a full 
year of terrible suspense and suffering be- 
fore her submission on the 24th of May, a 
year later to the day from her capture, her 
death occurring on May 30, six days after 
her abjuration. During this year many of 
her most remarkable prophecies were made. 
She announced her own death three months 
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
